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Mund Renovation to begin in November '10

Beginning in November, the 
Mund College Center will begin its 
transformation into what designer 
Jim Whildin describes as a mall at- 
mosphere. 

Whildin, of Spillman Farmer Ar- 
chitects, yesterday discussed details of 
the renovation during separate meet- 
ings with students and faculty mem- 
bers. Students expressed concerns 
that apparently little is being changed 
in the basement area of Mund. Stu- 
dents also had questions about Leedy. 
Changes there will be minimal and 
will involve changes to the stairway. 

When Mund was built in 1958, 
its only function was a dining hall. 

Additions were made as late as 
1972, but since then, President Ste- 
phen MacDonald said the building 
has become outdated. "The building 
is clearly old. It doesn't show well." 

The essential goals of the renova- 
tion project are to improve the ap- 
pearance of Mund and also make 
parts of Mund more accessible. 

Glass windows will cre- 
ate a more shopping cen- 



ter feel, along with skylights. 

The offices scattered throughout 
Mund, including Multicultural Af- 
fairs, Student Affairs, and Student 
Activities and also the Dean and Vice 
President's offices will be in one area, 
where Faust Lounge is now. The Col- 
lege Bookstore will also be moved 
there. 

To accommodate the need for 
extra space, Mund will be expand- 
ed approximately 20 feet in the 
front and 16 feet on the north side. 

MacDonald said there are limi- 
tations to this project. "There is only 
so far we can build," he said, adding 
the designs must use existing space. 

Whildin created a breakdown of 
what students should expect. The 
dining hall will be similar to a food 
court with more dining area space. 
More comfortable seating will be 
available outside of the food court 
which Whildin describes as the 
living room. A terrace has been de- 
signed to allow students the option 
to eat outside. A coffee bar and two 
small meeting rooms will be built 
outside of the dining hall. 

Some areas of the building will 



remain virtually untouched. Due to 
the lack of funds, there will only be 
minimal work done to the down- 
stairs portion of Mund. 

The project will cost about $13 
million. Deb Fullan, Vice President of 
Finance says, "We are still in the plan- 
ning stages. Funding is not in place 
yet" The projection for funding is that 
$1 million would come from fundrais- 
ing, $1.2 million from the food service 
center, and $5.1 million from borrow- 
ing. The remaining costs will come 
from a variety of sources including 
the sales of property on Main Street, 
unspent contingencies, and money 
set aside each year for capital projects. 

The costs would increase to approxi- 
mately $20 million if renovations for 
downstairs of Mund were included. 

This means that areas such as 
the commuter lounge and the 
Underground downstairs will 
not see changes as well as Leedy 
Theater on the ground floor. The 
current College Bookstore will 
be vacant and space will be made 
available to student organizations. 

Renovations are divided into 
five phases, the first starting this 



November and continuing until 
May 2011. The phases are broken 
apart in order to avoid as much in- 
convenience as possible. 

"Theoretically, you will not be 
impacted," says Whildin. The new 
kitchen will be built first to prevent 
conflicts with meals. 

Greg Krikorian, Vice President 
for Student Affairs said there may 
be some inconveniences. "Offices 
and access to parts of the build- 
ing.may be relocated for periods of 
time. [We will] try to be as sympa- 
thetic to students as possible, " he 
said, adding the goal is to lose no 
parking, although during construc- 
tion adjustments will have to be 
made. 

MacDonald predicted that 
within five to seven years, there 
will be plans made for renova- 
tions downstairs, but leaves 
the question as to what chang- 
es will be made unanswered. 

The final phases of the project 
will be completed by April 2012.

LVC students react to help with Haiti relief efforts

est country in the southern hemi- 
sphere can too. That's why a com- 
mittee of LVC students is gathering 
every Thursday at 1 1 a.m. in Faust 
Lounge to brainstorm ways in 
which the campus and community 
can help raise money and take ini- 
tiative to provide aid to the coun- 
try. 



The first event planned was a 
welcome back concert last Satur- 
day, that featured four LVC bands: 
A Fair Few, The Lonewolf Project, 
Letters For Lovers, and SisterFist. 

All the donations collected were 
to benefit Haiti. 

On March 1 2 at 8 p.m. in Miller 
Chapel there will be a thirty hour 
fast Community members will 
sponsor LVC students participat- 
ing in this event, and all of the spon- 
sor money will be donated to Haiti. 
The organization behind the 30 
hour famine is called World Vision 
and the money will be sent to their 



Haiti relief fund. Vice President of 
Cornerstone Brandine Williams 
said, "We want this to be a campus 
wide thing. We are a Christian or- 
ganization, but by no means should 
this be only a Christian community 
event. Hunger is a worldwide prob- 
lem, so we need the whole campus 
to help fight it." 

On Friday, March 19, there 
will be swing dance with instruc- 
tion and a live brass band of LVC 
students. "This Swing Dance is just 
one way we can help out, taking 
something we already do or are al- 
ready going to do, and incorporat- 



ing something extra to help Haiti 
relief," said leader of the event, Alex 
Loy. 

On Friday April 9, there is a child- 
care marathon planned. There will be 
four designated leaders, and a group of 
student volunteers who will to watch 
the rest of the lads. There will be resi- 
dents of Hershey and Lebanon asking 
to bring their childrea Between noon 
and midnight children will be dropped 
off and picked up. Any donations will 
go to the Haiti Relief fund. 

"We plan to have this event in 
April because that is a time when

A new club is also in the works on 
campus, The Disaster Relief Com- 
mittee, which will plan and organize 
meetings to help aid disasters around 
the world. It was also decided last 
Thursday, that there will be a trip 
planned in May for students to spend 
time in Haiti. Sarah Munoz '13, who 
spent a period of time at lie a Vache, 
Haiti, last year in high school, is trying 
to organize a trip for her and nine oth- 
er students. The cost will be around 
$1,000 and students will be planting 
trees, installing solar panels, and help- 



ing children. 

Another trip to Haiti is in the works 
for next fall for about forty students. 
Some other ideas being performed 
are organizing health and hygiene kits 
to be distributed to Haiti possibly by 
the National Guard or United Meth- 
odist Committee On Relief A web- 
site will soon be launched from the 
homepage to provide information for 
any student that wants to help in the 
Haiti relief "We're just trying to raise 
money because that's what they need 
most right now, says Sarah Munoz' 13. 

Some funds that were already 
raised for Haiti by students were "Taxi 
To Go" deliveries of pizza wings and 
strombolis, where 25 % of the pro- 
ceeds raised were donated to Habitat 



for Humanity in Haiti. The first check 
has been sent from the Taxi To Go and 
almost $300 was raised. Laura Snyder, 
whose grandfather was in Haiti dur- 
ing the earthquake, said, "I think it's 
very important for LVC students to 
help because we're so privileged and 
people there aren't" 

Chaplain Paul Fullmer adds that 
while it's inspiring to see LVC stu- 
dents reaching out to help others, it's 
also rewarding to see how they grow 
in the process. "They develop in their 
leadership ability," he says. "They de- 
velop career skills, they develop ideas 
about how they might ultimately want 
to make a living, and they develop life- 
long friendships."

Fundraiser honors student's memory

Nearly $950 was raised last month 
for the fund established in the mem- 
ory of Nicole Gallo, an LVC student 
and track and field athlete who was 
tragically killed last year. 

The fundraiser was held in 
conjunction with the ice hockey 
team's annual "Bring Your Kid to 
the Game" on Jan. 22, 2010. Ad- 
mission was free, but donations to 
the Sunshine Foundation were ac- 
cepted by the Track and Field team 
in honor of Gallo. 

Nicole, a track team member, 
was just two weeks shy of entering 
her sophomore year when she was 
struck and killed by a car outside of 
the Delaware County Hospital on 
Aug. 14, 2009. Although she was 
part of the LVC Community for 
just a little more than a year, her im- 
pact on the lives of those who knew 
here was evident by the outpouring 
during the fundraising event. 

Nicole was honored because 
she loved kids and was a volunteer 
coach. The Gallos are also avid ice 
hockey fans. Her younger broth- 
er, Steve, who is a senior in high 
school, also plays ice hockey. Many 
members of LVC s Ice Hockey team 
counted Nicole as their friend. 

The Sunshine Fund was estab- 
lished by Nicole's parents. It is a schol- 
arship forherhigh school, Archbishop 
Prendergast 

While the hockey team was busy 
battling Elmira College, the track team 
was hard at work collecting money for 
their beloved former teammate. They 
gathered donations by selling baked 



goods, face painting, and making 
bracelets. 

Each person who donated received 
a lime green bracelet that said, "Nicole 
Gallo 8/14/2009." However, the fans 
were not the only ones sporting gear 
that honored Nicole. The track team 
wore shirts and arm bands to honor 
their teammate as welL The short 
sleeved, white shirts read, "Lebanon 
Valley Track and Field Team" and fea- 
tured an image of the Dutchman on the 
front The back of the shirts had Gallo s 
initials, NMG, in bubbles and a butter- 
fly. There was also a quote that said, "Al- 
ways in our Hearts." The navy blue arm 
bands worn by the team also sported 
the NMG initials in lime green, as lime 
green was her favorite color. 

The bright green was not only 
her favorite color, but a color that 
represented her well. 

"She was a bright spot on our team, 
a motivator and positive influence," 
Track Coach Melissa Weidler said. 

Fans were not only students 
touched by Gallo's life, but also faculty 
members and organizations on cam- 
pus. The Lebanon Valley Educational 
Partnership (LVEP), a group of stu- 
dents who mentor inner-city Lebanon 
students, grades eight through twelve, 
showed its support as welL The group, 
which meets with their mentees one 
Friday each month for a fun activity, 
spent the event for the month of Janu- 
ary at the hockey game. 

"We had a great time at the event," 
commented Chaplain Paul Fullmer, 
who coordinates the LVEP program. 
"The Younger students of the com- 
munity witnessed the generous spirit 
of the LVC community, as well as the 



great spirit of LVC athletics in action 
that night," he said. 

For every LVEP participant, men- 
tor or student, $5 was donated to the 
Sunshine Foundation. LVEP donated 
close to $400 to the fund. 

This event — if nothing else — cer- 
tainly demonstrated the great affect 
that Nicole Gallo had on the LVC 
community in just a short time. She 
is dearly missed and will always be re- 
membered.

Whatever happened to that 
Grand Old Party? 

When people talk about politics, 
the first thing that comes to mind is 
the Democrats versus Republicans. 
But what if there was no Republican 
Party at Lebanon Valley College? 

A year ago, the College Republi- 
cans did exist, but certain ideas lead 
the members to think about their 
tie to the Republican Party. 

Dan Walmer 10, a College Con- 
servative member, recaps last years 
decision to change. "The decision 
to cut ties with the Republican Party 
was not made lightly. It was the result 
of years of frustration with the local, 
state, and national Republican Party 
and much discussion about the deci- 
sion. In the end, the group's decision 



to change was unanimous." 

But the main question is: if this 
political group is no longer Republi- 
can then what is it? The general pub- 
lic sees Republican and Conservative 
as synonymous, yet when you look a 
little closer at the workings of the two 
groups, differences do appear. 

The Grand Old Republican 
Parry made its debut in 1856 with 
the slogan, "Free soil, free labor, 
free speech, free men," and quickly 
became a major national party with 
the election of Abraham Lincoln in 
1860. The Republicans believed in 
equality and abolishing slavery. 

Since then, however, Lebanon 
Valley College Conservatives feel 
that the Republican Party has lost 
some of its values. "The Republican 
Party is interested in getting power 
and opposing Democrats," Walmer 
says, remarking on the differences 
between the two groups. He fur- 



thers his argument with the Col- 
lege Conservatives attempt to fix 
their organization. "In our attempts 
to work with the Republican Party 
in Pennsylvania, we became con- 
vinced that the party was holding 
us back and that we could be more 
effective as College Conservatives." 

Kristin Hills '11, president of 
the College Conservatives, agreed 
with Walmer that politicians have 
become corrupt. "We feel that this 
change in name has affected mem- 
bers and the campus in a more 
positive way," she says. "Political 
parties are voted on, whereas you 
base your life on values." 

But with a new name comes 
an old idea. The members and the 
friendships stayed the same. Dan 
says they may have lost a few mem- 
bers during the change but for a 
majority of the group this was the 
right decision. In fact some stu-

"We wanted to give the oppor- 
tunity to check out what's in the 
store for the upcoming year," said 
Schreier. He added that the web- 
site is constandy updated, making 
it easier for the user to instandy 
see what items are available and in 
what quantities and sizes. There 
is also an easy-to-use cost feature 
that boats a highly-secure process. 
Students will have the option of 
choosing to ship purchases direcdy 
to the bookstore or to a location of 
their choice or for pick-up. 

Arguably the biggest conve- 
nience the site will offer, however, 
is the highly-anticipated option to 
buy books. In addition, students 
will be able to participate in "Buy- 
Back" which will allow them to 
sell their books back to the college 
store 365 days a year. 

"We decided to go to an inte- 
grated website to sell books on- 
line," said Schreiner. He explained 
that there will be a unique "book 
check" feature that will let students 
give certain information about 
their book — whether it's new, used, 
etc. — and the program will tell the 
students the approximate amount 
of money they will receive if they 
choose to use the BuyBack option. 

But this isn't the only unique 
feature.

"We're definitely going to use it 
for promotions and stuff like that," 
said Schreiner. 

He explained the usefulness of 
a Facebook page and encouraged 
students to join it, noting that "peo- 
ple on the page will find out about 
BuyBack first." 

In addition, Schreiner explained 
that instant notifications will up- 
date users on the status of promo- 
tions, sales, and other news from 
the LVC College Store. 

"We're trying to take that step in 
using technology to help our cus- 
tomer base," remarked Schreiner. 

Schreiner also mentioned that 
Jasmine Bucher, Director of Web 
Communications and New Me- 
dia, was the "behind-the-scenes" 
designer who created the new, styl- 
ish, and easy-to-use College Store 
website.

"By the end of this spring it will 
be completely operational," said 
Schreiner.

Conservatives."

SGA kicks off a new semester

With President MacDonald, 
Dean Krikorian, and a represen- 
tative from Metz and Associates 
speaking, a lot of information was 
covered at the Student Govern- 
ment meeting on February first. 

President MacDonald is inter- 
ested in moving commencement 
back to the academic quad, rather 
than holding it in the practice fields 
by the Gold Lot. It will take place 
outside, except in the event of rain 
- where it would be moved to an 
indoor location. 

Dean Krikorian then spoke 
about upcoming plans for the 
renovation of Mund. This project 
will be an eighteen to twenty-four 
month staged renovation, with a 
budget of thirteen million dollars 
for the first floor. The college store 
will be brought to the extended 
first floor, where Faust lounge now 
stands. They will also add a grand 
entrance, residential dining/meet- 
ing room, and more offices to the 
first floor. 

A representative from the new 
food service, Metz and Associates, 
spoke about their plans to change 



the food offered at LVC. Metz sug- 
gested the possibility of new meal 
plan options in the future, includ- 
ing the addition of a flex dollars 
system. There are plans for the 
possibility of an on-campus conve- 
nience store, located in Mund, and 
open until two or three a.m. They 
plan to have more options for food, 
such as a deli and food stand, where 
students could use either real mon- 
ey or flex dollars. 

Also mentioned was the new 
lottery system for housing. This 
system will be based on GPA and 
clubs. Clubs are worth seventy- 
five points for active members and 
one hundred points for leaders or 
sports team captains. There will 
also be negative points for aca- 
demic probation, reprimand, and 
warnings. 

A new club, Latinos Unidos, 
was granted probationary club 
status. The goal of Latinos Unidos 
is to work with surrounding area 
colleges to represent and teach 
Spanish culture/ traditions to not 
only LVC, but children in Lebanon 
County. All are invited to join.

College Housing Crisis 

LVC revisits campus housing

Many disagree with the col- 
lege's housing policy, requiring all 
students to live on campus all four 
years. While it may be frustrating 
to follow, have you ever taken the 
time to understand the reasoning 
behind it? Better yet, have you ever 
read the description of the Resi- 
dency Policy found on pages 144 
and 145 of the student handbook? 

The policy states in part "Leba- 
non Valley College is a four year 
residential college and believes 
that an LVC education is the re- 
sult of distinctively curricular and 
co-curricular experiences in class, 
on campus, and in the residenc- 
es." According to the Director of 
Residential Life, Jason Kuntz, the 
college has concluded that those 
students who live on campus have 
performed better academically. 

"LVC has always been a four 
year residence school," Kuntz said. 
Kuntz admitted that in the early 
2000's the school noticed there 
were not enough beds in the resi- 
dential facilities to accommodate all 
students. The school then permit- 
ted juniors and seniors the option 
of living off campus. However, only 
50 students were allowed to do so. 



With the opening of Stanson 
Hall in fall 2009 there were enough 
beds for all students. This took 
away the option for those juniors 
and seniors to live off campus. 
However, there were very few who 
were exempt from housing. 

According to the handbook, rea- 
sons for exemption include financial, 
physical/learning disabilities, medi- 
cal, personal, and age/ family reasons. 
According to Kuntz, the two biggest 
reasons that students request hous- 
ing exemption are due to financial 
circumstances and age related. 

Kuntz explained that students 
who demonstrate extreme financial 
need are excused from on campus 
housing with the verification of 
Kendra Fiegart, Director of Finan- 
cial Aid. Students who are 23 years 
old by September 1" of the fall se- 
mester are also permitted to live off 
campus. There are very few students 
who request exemption. Kuntz said 
there were at least 10 students who 
expressed extreme circumstances 
for the 2009-2010 school years. 

The college is a bit lenient with 
students. For instance, students 
who are not the traditional com- 
muter students, who live only 
blocks away from campus, are also 
granted "commuter status." The 
commuter status is for anyone who 



lives within 60 miles of the school. 
Page 144 of the student handbook 
states, "In order to be considered 
a commuter, a student must live 
within a 60-mile radius of the 
campus and commute from their 
parent(s), guardian's home or legal 
residence on a daily basis." 

Kuntz admitted that the Student 
Affairs staff does suspect that there 
are some students who are dis- 
honest when claiming commuter 
status. He said those students are 
most likely living in Annville and 
not traveling from their parent or 
guardian's home on a daily basis. 
The Student Affairs staff investi- 
gates those cases. If caught, the stu- 
dent is billed for room and board 
for an entire school year. In the past 
students risked suspension. 

According to Kuntz, the average 
cost of renting an apartment in An- 
nville is about $700 ($8,400 annu- 
ally) and requires a one-year lease. 
Kuntz said that price, however, 
does not include food, cable and 
internet access. Room and board 
at LVC costs $8,080. 

Exemption Forms are now 
available in the Student Affairs of- 
fice and are due no later than Feb- 
ruary 26, 2010.

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Red Lot surveillance 
cameras operational

There is a long walk to the Red 
Lot. With bags in hand, you head 
to your car and it is home for the 
weekend. The last thing you want 
to deal with is discovering that 
your car was broken into and your 
radio was stolen. But this scenario 
was a reality for a number of stu- 
dents until they said, "enough is 
enough." 

The problem was conveyed to 
Student Government, and now — 
a year later — LVC has a function- 
ing surveillance system in place in 
both Red Lots. There are currendy 
four cameras in place, with two 
more being added by February. 

Student Government played a 
vital role in the completion of the 
project, providing not only infor- 
mation and input to the adminis- 
tration, but also supplying $12,000 
of the $40,000 price tag for the 
project 

"Installing a sufficient camera 
system was a lengthy and expen- 
sive prospect," said Student Gov- 
ernment President Mark Fersch. 
"Solving a campus-wide issue such 
as this should be considered suc- 
cessful spending." 



But why did Student Govern- 
ment need to contribute funds 
at all? Vice President for Student 
Affairs Greg Krikorian explained 
that college funds for a project like 
this one are set-aside at an annual 
Budget Priority Meeting that takes 
place each spring. But because this 
project was only started in the fall, 
no funds were set-aside. Student 
Government believed the need for 
the project was urgent and donated 
funding to complete it. Other Stu- 
dent Government members that 
were instrumental in the project 
include Public Safety Chair Ryan 
Humphries, who acted as the liai- 
son between Student Government 
and Public Safety, as well as Ex- 
ecutive Board Vice President Katie 
Krediet and Executive Board Trea- 
surer Spiros Anastasiadis, who met 
with Krikorian to discuss the cost 
and location of the cameras. 

The new cameras are fixed po- 
sition day/night cameras that are 
strategically placed surrounding 
the parking lot so that Public Safety 
can monitor multiple angles and all 
entrances and exits. David Shapiro, 
Director of Technical Services, ex- 
plained that typical point-tilt-zoom 

cameras were not used because - — . — 

someone could commit a crime C.SHEPP 



when the cameras were pointed 
in a different direction. The main 
contractors for the installation 
of the cameras were Morefield 
Communications and Fibertech 
Communications, both of which 
are companies based in Central 
Pennsylvania. The feed from the 
cameras is sent to Public Safety via 
an underground fiber-optic line. 
Public Safety can view the feed in 
real-time, but they also record the 
data using a digital video recorder 
(DVR). 

Regarding future upgrades to 
the current system, Shapiro said, 
"We have already begun conversa- 
tions on possibly upgrading Public 
Safety's DVR system to allow them 
better access to real-time video as 
well as more storage of video." 

In addition to funding projects 
such as this, Student Government 
also provides extra funding to vari- 
ous groups and clubs, Dutchman 
Day, bus trips to LVC sporting 
events, Valleyfest, and the purchase 
of student handbooks and plan- 
ners.

Dr. Donald Kuspit, a Distin- 
guished Professor of Art History 
at State University of New York — 
Stony Brook, has graced several 
countries and the Encyclopedia 
Britannica with his expertise. On 
Feb. 1, 2010, Kuspit extended said 
expertise to LVC with his lecture 
entitled "Mystical Physics: Carol 
Brown Goldberg's Paintings." The 
lecture, focused around the exhibi- 
tion of Goldberg's work currently 
on display in Arnold Gallery, 
linked Goldberg's art, science, and 
art history. Goldberg's paintings 
vary in size, each displaying pat- 
terns of lines, dots and blocks of 
color melding together to create a 
seemingly multi-dimensional vor- 
tex of color and sparkle. 

Likening Goldbergs artistic 
physics to those of Kandinsky be- 
fore the first World War, Kuspit 
focused on the "transcendental 
abstraction" of Kandinsky 's — and

Goldberg's — works. Known as 
"one of America's most distin- 
guished art critics," according to his 
biography through SUNY Stony 
Brook, Kuspit serves as the edito- 
rial advisor for part of the Encyclo- 



Carol Brown Goldberg was the 
of "mystic physics" and art, now 

pedia Britannica as well as having 
authored the Encyclopedias entry 
on art criticism. 

The author of numerous books, 
Kuspit explained that "Kandinsky 
[regards] art as a dialectical repre- 



sentation of geist," the philosophi- 
cal term for consciousness of mind. 

Kuspit spoke at length in re- 
gards to Kandinsky s work, using 
a series of images to illustrate his 
points. While physics and abstrac- 
tion in art are not often linked to- 
gether, Kuspit presented a compel- 
ling argument for the link between 
Goldberg and Kandinsky as well as 
for Goldberg's work itself. 

Noting that Goldberg "was 
able to see further into [quantum 
matter] than Kandinsky," Kuspit 
said that in the long run, both art- 
ists were a fit for the time periods 
they lived and worked in, creating 
a switch from objective to non-ob- 
jective art forms. Unlike Goldberg, 
and many artists, Kandinsky came 
up with his ideas and "meanings" 
of paintings after they were com- 
pleted, rather than working off of 
manifestoes, which was popular at 
the time. 

Kuspit went on to discuss the 
possibilities of religious images 
popping up in secular areas, noting 



that while Kandinsky used sacred 
figures, Goldberg does not, in- 
stead choosing to refrain from any 
painted figures at all in the current 
exhibition and opting for abstract 
patterns and images. 

"Goldberg enters the scientifi- 
cally promised land of [mystical 
particles] while Kandinsky remains 
outside and perplexed by it," Kus- 
pit said. "Goldberg pictures this 
universe and its heart" 

Though there was much dis- 
cussion of science in relation to 
Goldberg and Kandinsky s works, 
Kuspit still acknowledged the im- 
portant role of the human brain in 
processing the emotional, not fac- 
tual elements presented before the 
viewer. 

"Consciousness must use imagi- 
nation to ascend to the intellectual 
heights and descend to [emotion]," 
Kuspit said. "Without imagina- 
tion...we are incompletely human."

No one would blame LVC's 
men's ice hockey team for struggling 
to stay positive. The team is winless 
with three games left to play and Ted 
Russell, the head coach, recently re- 
signed. Surprisingly though, the team 
has been able to keep their heads 
up.

Anastasiadis says he is up to the

Spiros couldn't rum down the offer of 
being a student coach. 

The biggest challenge Spiros fac- 
es is trying to keep his team positive. 
He realizes that every player is lucky 



to be playing hockey, and that they 
are the team that gets to start the re- 
building process of the program 

Off the ice, Spiros takes on an 
impressive workload. He is the 
treasurer of student government, a 
member of SAAC (Student Athletic 
Advisory Committee) and has a 
dual degree, triple majoring in Busi- 
ness, Accounting, and Economics. 

"The guys really respond well to 
me. If anything the environment in 
the locker room has changed posi- 
tively," Spiros says. He also notes that 
the team's attitude as a whole has im- 
proved. He says that they lost 5-0 and 
6-3 against the No. 4 team of Elmira, 
and seven of those goals were a man 
short, so the five-on-five play was 
similar between the two teams. "Dis- 
cipline has been our problem all year 
so I addressed that after that week- 
end. We then bounced back and lost 
to defending national champions, 
Neumann, 2-1 in overtime." 

"Spiros has come to be referred 
to as Papa Spiros around the locker 
room," Anthony Longo '10 says. 
"He sees the unique value each 
player has and is able to utilize the 
players correctly to allow for opti- 
mal success for the team as a whole." 

When most four year olds were 
playing with Legos or video games, 
Spiros was on the ice. His father, 
Jim, who Spiros says is his role mod- 
el, played junior and professional 
hockey for the Pickering Panthers 
and New York Stars. "He taught me

Spiros played minor league 
hockey at Mississauga and juniors in 
Northern Ontario.

Women's basketball falls to Widener; ends streak

On Wednesday evening, the 
women's basketball team continued 
their winning streak, increased it to 
11 games as they defeated the Ly- 
coming Warriors 66-54. The wom- 
en's team defeated the Warriors ear- 
lier in the season in overtime. 

Looking back on Wednesday 
night's performance, Andrea Hoover, 
who was the top scorer for the Dutch- 
men, scoring 14 points, noted, "I feel 
we did a much better job with our 
defense and energy which were two 
main points we needed to focus on." 

The victory placed the Dutchmen 
in the Commonwealth Conference 
Tournament, which starts on Febru- 
ary 24. With a 9-0 record within the 
conference, the women's team is first 
place in the conference. Hoover ad- 



mitted, "I don't think any of us really 
knew that that game would clinch a 
playoff spot for us, so that was a nice 
surprise when Coach told us the next 
day" 

With this win and placement into 
the post-season, the Dutchmen have 
another goal in mind for the rest of 
the season, the NCAA tournament, 
said Suzie Noyes, who scored 11 
points in the game, had a team-high 
four steals and, along with Andrea 
Hoover, seven rebounds. Noyes 
opened up the second half with a 
jumper to push the Dutchmen to the 
game-high 15 point difference. 

A pair of three-point shots by 
Lycoming shortened the gap, but 
LVC managed to maintain the 
lead, allowing the Warriors to come 
within six points with over ten min- 
utes of play left in the game. With 
a fighting intensity, the Dutchmen 



held strong throughout the game. 

Although the girls are on their hot 
streak and although they have goals 
to go to the NCAA tournament, 
Hoover notices how the team plays 
one game at a time. "Being on a win- 
ning streak does give us confidence, 
but at the same time we still know 
that every game the rest of the season 
will be a fight. ..every game will be a 
big one," Hoover said. When asked 
which teams to keep an eye on for the 
duration of the season, Hoover add- 
ed, "Pretty much all [of] the teams 
because in conference play, it can be 
anyone's game any night" 

The Dutchmen were scheduled 
to play Widener Saturday, which 
was rescheduled for Sunday af- 
ternoon. Unfortunately the Pride 
was able to break the Dutchmen's 
1 1 -game winning streak and over- 
come the Dutchmen's eight point 



lead at the half as they defeated the 
Dutchmen 68-60. Suzie Noyes was 
the lead scorer with 18, while Eryn 
Schultz knocked in 12 points and 
five assists. The ladies started the 
game ahead thanks to the efforts 
of freshmen Sarah Colton and Liz 
Borgia who got the ball rolling with 
8 points each. Caitlin Murphy and 
freshman Tierney Hitz also earned 
a team-high five rebounds each. 
This small setback will not keep the 
Dutchmen down for long, espe- 
cially going into their game against 
Messiah.

Head women's soccer coach Lau- 
ren Frankford agrees.

"During snow removal efforts 
we can always use more help," 
he said. Students do get paid for 
their work, he said. 

Santostefano thanked Vice 
President for Student Affairs 
Greg Krikorian for "drumming 
up interest" in volunteering for 
snow removal and Director of 
Athletics Rick Beard for getting 
student athletes involved. 

During a large snow event 
that takes place during the se- 



mester, the first priority for facil- 
ities is to clear a path from dorms 
to Mund College Center, Bishop 
Library, and Arnold Sports Cen- 
ter, he said. 

When deciding whether or 
not to cancel classes, he pro- 
vides information about the 
snow removal efforts to the LVC 
President and Vice Presidents of 
Administration, Student Affairs, 
and Academic Affairs, he said. 
The LVC President makes the 
final decision. 



Student opinions were mixed 
on the job done by facilities during 
the recent storms. 

Eric Jacobs '12 said facilities 
should do a better job of putting 
salt out to help melt snow and ice. 

However, Patricia Matter TO 
said that "considering how much 
snow we've had, they've done a 
good job.

The varsity 
team lost their forwards, adding 
to some difficulty with the transi- 
tion from the 2008 season to the 
2009 season, but the team man- 
aged to get to the third round of 



the NCAA tournament. 

Novak scored 32 goals as a 
freshman, placing her 6 th in the 
nation last year in goals per game, 
and 10 rfl in points per game. Novak 
admitted, "I did not know how to 
top my freshman records, so do- 
ing better this season was a big ac- 
complishment, but it was definitely 
a team effort."

When 
asked about the Olympics, Novak 
admitted that it is a dream, but ad-

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Undergraduate conference to be one-of a kind

Lebanon Valley is quickly be- 
coming a hot spot for undergradu- 
ate conferences. As most of the 
campus can attest to, LVC's yearly 
Music Industry Conference brings 
a lot of students in contact with 
people in the music industry — giv- 
ing undergraduate music majors a 
great stepping stone into their field. 

On Saturday, February 20 th , the 
Valley will be hosting "Social Chal- 
lenges for the 21 st Century: Under- 
graduate and Collaborative Facul- 
ty-Student Research in the Social 
Sciences and Humanities," a unique 
undergraduate conference that 
proves to be quite one-of-a-kind. 

"While a tradition of under- 
graduate research has been well 
established in the natural sciences, 
we're involved in a nationwide effort 
to encourage more collaboration in 
the Social Sciences and Humani- 
ties," explained Dr. Chris Dolan, As- 
sistant Professor of Social Sciences, 
in an e-mail interview. "We're very 
pleased to have gotten such a good 
response for this conference." 

The conference began to blos- 
som in Spring 2008, when Dr. Di- 
ane Johnson, Assistant Professor of 
Political Science; Dr. Michael Kitch- 
ens, Assistant Professor of Psychol- 
ogy; Dr. John Hinshaw, Associate 
Professor of History and Dr. Dolan 
received a two year Pleet Grant in 
order to help foster collaborative re- 
search between students and faculty 
members on campus. The grant was 
specifically for use in the Social Sci- 
ences and Humanities. 

"We proposed this conference as 
the culminating experience, in which 



we could showcase the research that 
we've done with our students, as well 
as other collaborative efforts on this 
campus and at neighboring colleges 
and universities," Johnson said. "But 
we also wanted to open it up to indi- 
vidual research projects as well." 

Multiple area institutions will 
be represented at the conference, 
including Dickinson College, York 
College, Shippensburg University, 
Albright College and Juniata Col- 
lege. Approximately 70 students 
and faculty members are listed in 
the event schedule as presenting 
about 40 papers, either individually 
or in a collaborative group. 

"Essentially, we are bringing stu- 
dents and faculty together, mosdy 
from the humanities and social sci- 
ences, to present their collaborative 
research in an academic conference 
format," Dolan said. 

"My paper is an analysis of Mar- 
tin McDonagh's play 'the Lieutenant 
of Inishmore' and Patrick McCabe's 
novel 'Breakfast on Pluto,' which ana- 
lyzes the current political and social 
climate of Northern Ireland in re- 
spect to borders such as stereotypes 
or racism," said Mark Rosborough 
'1 1, an English Literature major, who 
will be presenting at the conference. 
"This was a paper I had written for 
class a year ago and it fit the category 
of the conference, so I decided to 
run with it I've been working on the 
paper for roughly eight months now 
to perfect it, and it's definitely seen 
a number of major changes which 
make it more suited for the specific 
topic of social justice." 

"Graduate students regularly at- 
tend professional meetings," Johnson 
said. "This is structured more or less 
similarly to other academic confer- 



ences. It's on a smaller scale than many, 
i.e, it's just one day rather than several 
and there are fewer participants, but 
we'll have panels where papers are giv- 
en and poster presentations, just like 
you'd see at any academic meeting." 

The conference will provide un- 
dergraduate students with experi- 
ence in the conference format be- 
fore heading off to graduate school. 

"It's a great chance to see what 
students are doing at LVC and else- 
where, and gives us the opportu- 
nity to reward all that hard work. It 
also gives students, especially those 
who are thinking about going on to 
graduate school, some valuable ex- 
perience," Johnson said. 

"I think largely I'm just looking 
for experience and confidence as 
I move forward in my education. 
This is my first time presenting at a 
conference and I don't really know 
what to expect," Rosborough said. 
"I think it'll be fun, though, and 
definitely a good chance to start 
putting myself in these sort of situ- 
ations where people are talking 
about literature and world events." 

The conference will be graced 
by guest speaker Dr. Sheldon Solo- 
mon, of Skidmore College in Sara- 
toga, New York, and is open to any- 
one who wishes to attend and listen 
to the presentations. 

Anyone who would like to at- 
tend are is asked to please visit 
http:/ /sites.google.com/ site/lvc- 
conference for the registration 
form. Cost of attendance is 10 dol- 
lars in advance and 15 dollars at 
the door, and will run from 8am to 
5pm, with an included luncheon.

"Curiosity kills boredom. Noth- 
ing can kill curiosity." That was my 
fortune after devouring the fortune 
cookie from Annville s new dining 
addition: A Golden Garden Chi- 
nese Restaurant. Curiosity has got- 
ten the best of me, and I wanted to 
discover what this new restaurant 
could offer. 

Located down by the Annville 
square, this new "eat-in" or "take- 
out" Chinese dining restaurant has 



been desired by LVC students for a 
long time. 

So how is it, really? 

It was time for an evaluation of 
the dining experience. 

Overall the atmosphere is wel- 
coming. Although the seating ar- 
rangement leaves a lot of open 
space (and a generally "cold" feel) it 
is still a comfortable — and clean — 
inside dining area. The "emptiness" 
is a little off-putting, but it wasn't 
too awful to handle. There is also a 
newly added flat-screen television 
on one of the walls, outweighing 
the fact that the ddcor is somewhat 
lacking. In addition, the cleanliness 
is wonderful. Even while I was eat- 




ing, employees were constantly 
making sure the tables, chairs, and 
floors were clean as much as pos- 
sible. 

Also, the staff seems to be ex- 
tremely ready to help. Once food is 
ordered, a number is given and it is 
only a matter of time before one of 
the employees "delivers" the food 
to your table. 

But let's be honest, it's the food 
itself that matters most. So how was 
it? 

Overall I'd say the food was 
good. While combining the afford- 
able prices ($4.95 lunch specials!) 
and quality of food, I have to admit 
the meal was much better than I've 
had at other places (and especially 
better than most college cafeteria 
food). The portions were surpris- 
ingly large also. I made sure to 
evaluate the General Tso's chicken 
due to that food's popularity and 
am proud to give it a "thumbs up." 
The portion was especially crispy 
this time, and that is key to a good 
General Tso's dish. In addition, 
the Shrimp Lo Mein, Chicken Lo 
Mein, and Chicken and Mixed 
Vegetables were also satisfying op- 
tions. However, the Sweet and Sour 
Chicken was lacking in the "chick- 



en" area and was a little strong on 
the breaded portion. Yet that was 
minor and was greatly outweighed 
by the positives. Each lunch special 
was made complete with pork fried 
rice and an egg roll. Drinks sold 
separately. 

Should you check this place 
out? Definitely. In addition to the 
lunch specials there are many other 
options that include everything 
from soups and appetizers to veg- 
etarian dishes and seafood. 

The service was commend- 
able, the location clean, and the 
food satisfying. It didn't take long 
for the food to be served to us af- 
ter we ordered either. And for the 
environmentally-conscious, most 
containers were eco-friendly and 
recyclable.

'Paper Heart' attempts pseudo-realistic documentary

"Paper Heart," now available 
on DVD, follows comedienne and 
musician Charlyne Yi on her search 
to find out the meaning of love — 
and if love even truly exists at all. 

The film comes across as a doc- 
umentary, but is actually neither 
fully true documentary or full moc- 
kumentary, instead coming across 
as a blend of reality and fiction — a 
documentary in which the lines be- 
tween truth and acting have been 
blurred extensively. 



Featuring interviews from real 
people including actor Seth Rogen, 
comedian Demetri Martin, ran- 
dom people on the street in Las Ve- 
gas, and Yi's own family, the movie 
takes each actor, turns them into a 
character based off of themselves 
with their own name, and runs with 
the concept. 

While at a party, interviewing 
the friends of friends about love, 
Yi runs into Michael Cera — played 
by Michael Cera. He is himself, yet 
he is not himself, playing, like Yi, 
a fictionalized version of his own 
personality. He still comes across 



as the likeable hooded-sweatshirt 
wearing, soft-spoken character he 
often plays, prompting the viewer 
to wonder if Michael Cera ever 
really acts at all, or simply always 
plays a version of his true self, just 
with different names. 

As movie- Cera and movie-Yi 
begin dating, Yi begins to realize 
that perhaps love is possible — 
when not interrupted by a camera 
being shoved in their faces con- 
stantly. Without any time to be 
alone together, strain is put on their 
relationship over and over again. 

While the hybrid of fact and 



fiction is an interesting concept, 
especially when incorporating well 
known individuals such as Cera, 
Martin and Rogen, the presenta- 
tion falls flat at times, with the ac- 
tion coming across as somewhat 
forced. While Cera and Yi are sup- 
posed to be a real couple bothered 
by the constant invasion of privacy, 
their relationship seemed some- 
what contrived and scripted at 
times. Which, of course, it was, but 
the entire point of the film was to 
come across as a realistic documen- 
tary. While not a bad film, it likely 
may not have been worth the ever- 



steep price of movie admission, yet 
is a nice, fight choice for a DVD, 
perfect for popping on in the back- 
ground when people are over — it 
isn't hard to follow the plot line if 
viewing is interrupted.

Johanna Walker and Megan 
Long set program records for the 
LVC track teams, as they com- 
peted at the Susquehanna Indoor 
Invitational on Saturday. There was 
no team scoring kept at the meet, 
however there were many top ten 
finishes from the LVC men's and 
women's teams. 

The athletes were eager to get 
back on the track, after snow can- 
celled their last meet. 

"I was extremely excited for this 
meet, since we had missed a meet

Long won the women's mile 
with a time of 5:17.48, seven sec- 
onds faster than Jenn Cronin's pre- 
vious 5:25.9 record.

Both the Men's and Women's 
swim team finished up their 
season at the MAC Champion- 
ships this weekend in Wilkes- 
Barre, PA. Eight men and twelve 
women qualified for this year's 
Championships and it repre- 
sented one of the strongest 
teams in recent years. A swim- 
mer qualifies for the MAC team 
by swimming under the qualify- 
ing time posted before the swim 
season begins. 

Overall, the women finished 
6th with 21 1 points and the men 
finished 7th with 162 points. 

The men's team was lead

John 
Heenan, whose 200 breaststroke 
time broke the school record set 
in 1995 by Bob Twining by over 
a second says, "I was thrilled to 
break the record in prelims and 
to make it back to finals. But I 
was not expecting to better my 
time from prelims. I was sur- 
prised to see that I actually re 
broke the records in finals and I 
could not have done it without 
the help from Big Mary," said 
Heenan after the race. The men 
finished 7th out of 10 teams 
with 162 points. 

The women's team was 
lead by Kristen Zartman, Ally 
Birli, Lisa Niethamer, Ashten 
O'Brien, Kristine Roaten, and 
Mary Gardner.

I could 
not have done any of it without 
the support of Mary and my 
teammates," stated Zartman. 

The women had strong fin- 
ishes in the 100 and 200 breast 
stroke events.

At 12p.m. on Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 23, an article was posted on 
GoDutchman.com announcing 
that LVC's men's ice hockey pro- 
gram will be leaving the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) Division III to compete 
' in the American Collegiate Hock- 
ey Association (ACHA), begin- 
ning in the 2010-2011 academic 
I; year. At approximately 2:00p.m. 
the facebook group "Save LVC 
Ice Hockey" had been created in 
protest to the administrative deci- 
sion. By 6:45p.m. it had swelled to 
406 members. By 8:00p.m. it had 
reached 487. By 9:00p.m., 525. 
LVC's student population is rough- 
ly 1,600 students. 

While the article made clear 
that "hockey will continue to be a 
fully funded program at LVC" one 
thing is certain; many are not hap- 
py about the decision. 

According to the article on 
GoDutchman.com, the decision to 
change leagues came after "a com- 
prehensive review of the LVC men's 
ice hockey program conducted by 
senior College officers and Rick 
Beard '90, M'92, director of athletics." 
Among the reasons cited for the shift 
are a reduction in missed class times, 
travel costs, and that by competing 
against more PA schools, LVC will 
build more regional rivalries. As Dr. 
Stephen MacDonald, President of the 
College, stated in the article, "We are 
confident that LVC hockey teams will 
be able to play competitively against 
other ACHA teams and afford our 
student-athletes the measure of suc- 



cess they have been unable to enjoy 
recendy in NCAA Division III." 

However, many in the LVC 
community do not see the change 
as an improvement; among the 
most incensed are the hockey play- 
ers themselves. Matt Markowski 
' 1 2 called the decision "A slap in the 
face" to the team. Michael Fransen 
'12 said that he feels as though he 
has been "bed to and cheated" and 
that it is "an indirect way of getting 
rid of hockey." 

Spiros Anastasiadis '10, who 
took over as the team's student 
coach after the resignation of Ted 
Russell earlier in the year, says that 
as a graduating senior, the deci- 
sion to move to the ACHA leaves 
a "very bitter taste." He remem- 
bers President MacDonald specifi- 
cally telling him as a freshman that 
"hockey is here to stay for at least 
100 years," and while the program 
may still physically exist, Anastasia- 
dis says that the decision to change 
to the ACHA is merely a loophole 
to maintain that promise. 

"I feel that I have been directly 
lied to." He said. "I feel that I will be 
receiving a degree from here that 
has no honor behind it." 

For the players, it is not so 
much the move from the NCAA 
itself, but the ethics of the decision, 
which has caused the most frustra- 
tion. Many of the hockey players 
on LVC's team spent years playing 
in junior programs and prep school 
hockey, and came to LVC from lo- 
cations across the country and even 
from abroad in order to play at an 
NCAA school. Therefore, the shift 
takes away incentive for a lot of 
players, who came here specifically 
to play hockey, to stay. As Mar- 




kowski put it, "A lot of state schools 
offer DI programs, but they don't 
charge [roughly] $40,000 a year to 
go there." As a result, rumors have 
circulated that a large portion of 
LVC's hockey team may be serious- 
ly considering transferring, or, like 
Markowski and Fransen, that they 
are at least uncertain of whether or 
not they will stay. For Anastasiadis, 
the future looks particularly grim. 

"If LVC can retain two students 
from the thirty-two here, they 
should give themselves a pat on the 
back." he said. 

And with transfer deadlines ap- 
proaching quickly, many of LVC's 
players are feeling cheated by a de- 
cision that they say was made for all 
the wrong reasons. Team members 
cite factors such as poor leadership 
and the school's inability or unwill- 
ingness to change those circum- 
stances that led to the team's poor 
record in the NCAA. 

"It just seems like nobody paid 
attention to anything other than 
the fact that we were losing." said

Anastasiadis also claims that 
many players who led LVC in scor- 
ing over the past four years and left 
are now among the scoring leaders 
for their current schools, and that 
had any effort been made to retain 
them, the LVC team might have 
been more competitive. 

As for the students, support 
has already rallied behind the hock- 
ey team in an effort to overturn the 
administration's decision. Krystina 
Chapman '12, Samantha Stewart '13, 
and Bri Roman '13, co-creators of the 
facebook group "Save LVC Ice Hock- 
ey" regularly attend the home games 
and created the site in protest to the 
administration's decision. The group 
already has a strong following of stu- 
dents, friends, and family of the hock- 
ey team within its first twenty-four 
hours, and continues to grow. Chap- 
man also says they plan to assemble 
a petition over spring break, and that 
they will have it available for students 
to sign in Mund College Center the 
week of March 8 th -12 th . 
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LVC hosts undergraduate 
research conference

On February 20 th Lebanon Val- 
ley College hosted its second annual 
Undergraduate Research Conference.

The TMT concentrates on how all 
humans deal with the idea of mortal- 
ity. Solomon gave a riveting speech 
on studies and experiments he and 
his colleagues had developed to prove 
and show that when humans are re- 
minded of their mortality, they resort 
to a state ofhigh anxiety and stress that 
can fog thought processes. 

At the conclusion of the day, 
awards were presented for the best 
poster(s) and the best paper(s). In 
the poster category, there was a tie 
for first place and it was split between 
Theodora Hermes of LVC who 
presented a poster tided "Christian 
Women's Attitudes about Feminism" 
and MaryKarherine Mitchell, Mariela 
Horna, Anh Tran and Michael Kitch-

There was also a tie for first in the 
paper awards. The tie was between

"It's definitely shaken the school 
up." Stewart said. "A lot of parents 
too." 

Chapman says they will also be 
preparing a portfolio of testimonies 
from coaches, parents, alumni, and 
local businesses to accompany the 
petition, in hopes that it will re- 
verse the decision. 

According to Anastasiadis, the 
administration also ignored his 
own offers to cover travel expenses 
for the team and fundraising sug- 
gestions, if that were to be a de- 
ciding factor in whether or not to 
make the move. But what many 
team members claim as one of the 
deepest wounds is the fact that the 
team was never included in the 
decision making process and that 
once it was made, that it was "final." 

"It was going to be a process 
that would involve... everybody's 
opinions." Anastasiadis said. "That 
was what threw me off guard. What 
does that say about LVC? They as- 
sured me that my teammates would 
have a chance to speak." 

And so, in the wake of a tough de- 
cision, the chance of a fresh start has 
been no condolence to the majority 



of the team and its supporters. The 
fate of LVC hockey still remains to 
be seen, but in any case, the bitter- 
ness, it seems, may remain. 

"All you hear about is how LVC 
is a family, but families don't do 
this." Stewart said. 

Due to time constraints on the 

paper, members of administration J. KING 



were unavailable for contact for 
this article. However, La Vie plans 
to provide continuing coverage on 
this issue and all parties involved in 
it, in our next issue on March 17.

Trip offers an opportunity for a 
life-changing experience

After the catastrophic earth- 
quake struck Haiti in January, many 
LVC students quickly responded 
with a desire to help in any way 
that they could. For one student in 
particular, Sarah Munoz, Haiti was 
especially important. 

Having gone on a mission trip 
to Haiti the previous year, Munoz 
stated, "Since I started school here 
at LVC I wanted to try to spread the 
passion that I have for Haiti with oth- 
ers here by organizing trips to Haiti so 
more people could have the amazing 
experience that I had." 

After the disaster, she contacted 
Brian House from the Hope for Haiti 
organization and inquired if he was 
willing or able to take a group of LVC 
students with him this summer. He 
generously agreed to do so. This trip 
is not sponsored by LVC. 

The trip to Haiti will take place 
in the end of May and will be eight 
days long. The small village that 
LVC students will travel to relies 
mainly on fishing as a source of in- 
come. Students will help to rebuild 
houses, improve boats, install solar 
panels, and work with the children 
in the village. There is no electric- 



ity or running water, so students 
will have to adjust to conditions 
with which they may be unaccus- 
tomed. The cost of the trip will 
be no more than $1,000, including 
airfare, transportation, food, and 
lodging. As the trip takes place in 
the summer, students must be able 
to partake in physical labor out- 
doors in hot and humid conditions. 

Although this trip requires great 
amounts of hard work in less than 
ideal conditions, Munoz remarks, 
"I thought that it was an amazing 
aspect of my past trip. It really helps 
you put things into perspective; to 
realize that we are lucky enough to 
live with so much here in the states 
that so many people elsewhere are 
forced to live without'' 

This trip offers the students of 
LVC the opportunity for a life-chang- 
ing experience. Anyone interested in 
going should pick up an application 
and recommendation letter at the 
College Center Desk in Mund Ap- 
plications are due Mar. 5, 2010.

American culture

A unique opportunity to learn 
about Native American culture and 
traditions through music, storytell- 
ing, dance, and food will be avail- 
able during a banquet to be held at 
Lebanon Valley College on Sunday, 
March 14 at 5 p.m. 

The program will open with 
presentations by the Native Na- 
tions Dance Theater, a professional 
group of Native Americans from 
the Philadelphia area. Members of 
the company will share traditions 
about various Native Nations and 
demonstrate specific dances as they 
play traditional instruments like 
the flute and the hand drum. Their 
performance of the Dance of Green 
Corn, for example, will introduce 
the audience to a specific act of the 
celebration of the spring harvest 
practiced by many tribes, includ- 
ing the Seminole in Florida and the 
Eastern Woodland tribal nations. 

At intermission the banquet 
will commence with a description 
of each menu item and its relation- 
ship to Native American culture 
and provenance provided by John 
Dressel, LVC's catering director. 
Tables will then be dismissed to 
a buffet set with three different 
Native American entrees. Baked 
Salmon en Papillote (salmon on 
a bed of scallions baked in parch- 
ment paper), Free Range Bison 
Chili, and Sweet and Sour Turkey 
Meatballs. Accompanying side 
dishes include "the three sisters" 
(sauteed corn, squash and mixed 
beans), wild rice, and fry bread (a 
sweet yeast bread served with sug- 
ar, cinnamon, butter & sugar). 

As guests enjoy their food, 
members of the Native Nations 
Dance Theater will continue to 
share various dances and songs that 
have been passed down through 
the generations. The dances and 
songs all have specific meanings. 
For example, the Grass Dance, 
which originated with the Omaha 
people in the Northern region, is a 
dance of prayer for a good harvest. 
Audience members will be asked 
to note the dance movement of 
pressing down, which functioned 
practically to prepare the tall prai- 
rie grass before the celebrations or 
ceremonies proceed. The company 
will also demonstrate "the smoke 
dance" and "the round dance" in 
which everyone can participate. 




For dessert, sweet potato pie, 
cake, and strawberry fruit cups will 
be served to each table during the 
second half of the performance. 

"There's something about 
sharing good food, music, and 
entertainment that breaks down 
barriers," said Rev. Paul Fullmer, 
Chaplain at the College and orga- 
nizer of the event. "We come to 
appreciate a variety of cultures in 
a very special way at the banquets 
and have a great time doing so!" 

James Felton, LVC's Director 
of Multicultural Affairs, states: "It is 
important to expose students and 
the community to the diversity of 
cultures that they are likely to expe- 
rience in the world. The banquet 
will provide an excellent opportu- 
nity to learn about the legacy and 
contributions of Native Americans 
in the United States." 

The College regularly offers 
banquets focusing on diverse reli- 
gious and cultural experience twice 
a year, once each academic semes- 
ter. Recent banquets featured the 
food, music and traditions of Suk- 
koth, Baisakhi, Mawlid al Nabi, and 
Rama Navami. 

Native Nations Dance Theater, 
whose mission is to present authentic 
American Indian themes to institu- 
tions ofhigher learning, has performed 
at over 500 schools and colleges in the 
United States, Canada and England. 
Its members are featured in the film 
"Who We Are" and the PBS Televi- 



sion Special "Tecumseh: We Shall 
Remain." The company received the 
Spirit Community Award in 2005 
from the Rudolph Steiner Founda- 
tion for their community efforts. They 
have performed at the Philadelphia 
Thanksgiving Day Parade, the annual 
Memorial Day Parade in Washing- 
ton DC, the National Museum of the 
American Indian (NMAl), and the 
Mummers Day Parade. NNDT has 
also toured Abu Dhabi in the Middle 
East and Greece this past summer and 
are expecting to tour China in June 
this year. 

Tickets cost $15.00 each for 
general admission and $40 for a 
family with children. LVC stu- 
dents may come for meal exchange.

Commander Shepard, your 
character, runs across the deck, 
hurrying to the cockpit while his 
ship is torn apart. You reach Joker, 
the ship's pilot, just in time to save 
him, throwing him into the es- 
cape pod. But a sudden explosion 
knocks you back, throwing you 
away. Then you are catapulted into 
space with only the sound being 
your panicked breathing as you die. 

Thus begins the role-playing 
game "Mass Effect 2," and yes, your 
character does die. The story is a di- 
rect continuation of 2007's "Mass 
Effect," which depicts a futuristic 
galactic civilization that is threat- 
ened by the mysterious Reapers, 
a race of sentient spaceships that 
are , to put it lighdy, up to no good. 
You play as Commander Shepard 
in both games, a high ranking hu- 
man officer commissioned to save 
the galaxy. "Mass Effect 2" picks 
up the story after the defeat of 
Sovereign, a particularly vicious 
Reaper that nearly destroyed ga- 
lactic civilization by itself. After 
Shepard is killed, however, he or 
she (the player can choose to be a 
man or a woman) is reconstructed 



by a rogue organization known as 
Cerberus, with which Shepard had 
some dealings with in the original 
game, and is reawakened two years 
after his or her death. A new threat 
arises in the form of the mysterious 
Collectors, a strange bug-like race 
that are abducting entire colonies 
of humans. 

Overall, "Mass Effect 2," like its 
predecessor, is a wonderful game. 
It is a story-based role-playing game 
in which you either create your cus- 
tomized character from the start or 
import one from the first game. 
The gameplay involves a bit of a 
tactical shooter bent interspersed 
with the wonderfully cinematic 
cutscenes and interactive dialogue 
scenes. What few flaws the original 
game did possess have largely been 
dealt with. What is left is a focused, 
satisfying, and ultimately moving 
experience that you would be hard 
pressed to find in any other game. 

One of the greatest features of 
the game is its continuity with its 
predecessor. If you played through 
and finished the first game, you can 
import your character to continue 
in the new installment. In fact this 
is preferred, as what actions your 
character took in the first game 
dramatically affects the events you 



encounter in Mass Effect 2. For 
example, my character in the first 
game decided to save the Citadel 
Council, the galaxy's highest gov- 
erning body, from certain death 
during Sovereign's attack. Con- 
sequently, in the second game the 
Council reappears and commends 
Shepard on saving them. One of 
the greatest improvements in ME2 
over the first game is the combat. 
ME1 contained an awkward and 
annoying shooting system where 
the gun would overheat if you shot 
it too quickly, which would result in 
the player not being able to fire for 
a moment. ME2 has replaced this 
system with the more well known 
and satisfying clip-and-reload sys- 
tem found in most shooters. 

The same is true for the re- 
vamped inventory system in ME2. 
While MEl's inventory was a clut- 
tered mess that took microman- 
agement to deal with, ME2 has 
instead made the player's equip- 
ment customizable. The player can 
choose what their armor looks like 
in minute detail, and different ar- 
mor pieces can be purchased to en- 
hance Shepard's abilities. The best 
part of ME2, and really the series as 
a whole, is its story and cinematic 
quality. The dialogue is very dra-

matic, and every major plot event 
has impact like no other game. The 
characters in the conversations 
move and talk like genuine people; 
the player sometimes forgets that 
the characters are not real, but 
computer generated. The story in 
ME2 is on par with any legendary 
Hollywood production. The fact 
that the player has many truly diffi- 
cult choices to make serves to make 
the events even more poignant. 
There is one section in which the 
player must decide whether to save 
a group of trapped factory workers, 
or to complete the given mission. 
Decisions like these have gravity to 



them, as they can have far reaching 
effects in the game, and even be- 
yond when the series continues in 
"Mass Effect 3." 

The "Mass Effect" series is be- 
ginning to look like the modern 
age's answer to the Star Wars phe- 
nomenon. With the latest game's 
incredible story and vasdy im- 
proved gameplay and inventory 
systems, the series is sure to place 
itself among the Sci-fi elite.

With the welcoming of Metz 
dining services as the new food ser- 
vice provider, LVC students have 
begun to notice some changes in 
the dining hall. Over the course of 
the past six weeks, Metz employees 
have been working hard to estab- 
lish a basis of excellence in both 
quality of food and service. With 
this transition, changes have been 
made in an effort to educate and 
support Metz beliefs in healthy life- 
styles, environmental sustainability 
and customer satisfaction. 

After speaking with several stu- 
dents involved with the food com- 
mittee and student government, 
there seem to be several re-occur- 
ring concerns among students. 
First being the one entree and two 
side dishes per plate concept. The 
reasoning behind this concept is 
multi-faceted. In promotion of a 
healthy lifestyle, this concept is 
used to educate customers about 
creating a balanced meal consist- 
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ing of one main entree, vegetable 
and starch. If, after this meal, some 
students still feel that they are hun- 
gry, they of course can come back 
to the servers for a second helping. 
The second initiative behind this 
concept is waste and cost control. 
By reducing food waste, Metz can 
reduce food cost , ensuring that the 
highest quality of food is served. 

Hie second concern that 
seemed to be widespread is a lack 
of fresh fruit. Fresh apples, grape- 
fruit, bananas, oranges and pears 
are available on a daily basis. Once 
March and warmer weather arrive, 
more seasonal fresh fruits will be 
available and in good quality. An- 
other commonly agreed upon con- 
cern was a lack of to-go containers 
for ice cream and the small size of 
coffee cups. Metz encourages stu- 
dents to enjoy ice cream in dishes 
in the dining room, and provides 
cones for those wanting to eat it on 
the go. The to-go coffee cups are 



to be used for coffee and tea only. 
Students should not be filling them 
with soda, ice cream, cereal or vari- 
ous other food items. 

Metz is dedicated to working 
with their customers in an effort to 
meet their needs as much as possi- 
ble. The comments that have been 
received over the course of the last 
few weeks have all been read, and 
discussed among management to 
establish the best means of com- 
munication with students. Metz 
values their customer's opinions 
and encourages students to post 
their comments. In looking toward 
the future, Metz is excited to be part 
of the Lebanon Valley community, 
and welcomes the opportunity to 
have future follow-up articles in re- 
sponse to students concerns.

President, Stephen MacDonald 
announced that for the 2010-11, 
LVC Ice Hockey program, they 
will compete in the American 
Collegiate Hockey Association 
(ACHA) rather than continue in 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) Division III. 

During their 2009-2010 fi- 
nale, the men's ice hockey team 
fell to Neumann 6-2 on Friday. Ju- 
nior, Rich Drazin made fifty saves 
in goal, a season high. Neumann 
jumped ahead early, making it 3-0 
by the half. The Dutchmen tried 
to come back, and notched two 
in, however it wasn't enough as 



Neumann stayed ahead the en- 
tire game. Freshmen Brent Da- 
vis and Rory Wilkowich scored 
for the Dutchmen. Although the 
team was win-less this season, 
they never let that get them dis- 
couraged. "In a purely statistical 
analysis of our season, we failed to 
achieve our goals, however, as ice 
hockey players at LVC we do not 
judge our success solely based on 
wins and losses; to do so would 
be futile," Drazin said of the sea- 
son. "Instead, an analysis of our 
season must consider the strides 
we made throughout the year." 

Drazin points out that at the be- 
ginning of the season, they were still 
learning how to play together as a 
team. He said that with many hours 
of practice and team drills, they 
learned how to play together more 



comfortably. "We lost many close 
games by only one goal, including 
two tough overtime losses. Con- 
sidering the formidable conference 
we play in, and the equally difficult 
out-of-conference schedule we en- 
countered, remaining together as a 
team and refusing to back down as 
things grew tough is a tribute to the 
character of my teammates," Drazin 
remarks. 

Drazin said that the resigna- 
tion of Russell could have had a 
devastating impact on the team, 
however, it only made them 
stronger. Taking the defending 
national champions to overtime 
and a one goal loss the following 
weekend proved that they never 
gave up throughout the season. 
"At the beginning of the season, 
we struggled to find our team 



chemistry and play together. As 
the season progressed, we bond- 
ed and began to make enormous 
strides; we grew closer, learned 
to play smarter, and gained con- 
fidence. As a complete overview 
of the season, you have to be im- 
pressed with the determination, 
dedication, and persistence of my 
teammates as we fought through 
this season." Drazin concludes, 
"I would also like to take a brief 
moment to thank each and every 
one of you that has attended our 
games, supported us, and stood 
by us throughout the season, it 
means a lot to us and we are grate- 
ful."

Foul trouble on Eliza- 
bethtown helped the Dutchmen as 
they returned the ball back down to 
their side of the court where Hoover 
was fouled again, this time by E- 
town's Kaity Snyder, with 1 :38 left in 



the game. But Hoover, again, nailed 
the two buckets in the double bonus, 
putting the Dutchmen up 65-55. 
Schultz went one for two when she 
was fouled with 1:21 left, putting the 
Dutchmen up 11 points. This was 
quickly answered by Elizabethtown's 
Megan Strohman as she went two for 
two, bringing the difference within 
single digits. Fouls continued back 
and forth for the remaining seconds 
of the game until Caitlin Murphy 
dropped a bucket, putting the Dutch- 
men up 70-59, which was answered 
in vain with 4.3 seconds left in the 
game by Courtney Kofeidt, making 
the final score 70-62.

The team lost three games in 
overtime, and those wins could 
have completely turned around 
their season. Any team hopes to 
make it to the playoffs, however, 
as the saying goes, there is always 
next year. Next season the team 
will return everyone except for

Track and Field 

The sprinters on the Indoor 
Track and Field team set records 
at their last meet before MAC's 
on Saturday. The women's team 
finished fourth and the men's 
team finished seventh at the 
DuCharme Invitational at Dick- 
inson College. The women scored 
80 team points, while the men 
had 40. The women's 4x200 relay 
of Johanna Walker, Allix Sanders, 
Katie Evison, and Meggy McLean 
won the event at 1:41.84, under 
the record of 1:53.0 ran earlier 
in the season. Walker also set a 
personal-best as she ran 7.55 in 
prelims and 7.57 in the finals to 
win the 55-meter dash. Josh Light 
ran a 6.71 in both the prelims and 



the finals to win his event. Allix 
Sanders finished third in the 200 
in 28.38 and McLean grabbed 
second place in the 300. Senior 
Megan Long finished second in 
two events, with an ECAC-qual- 
ifying 10:48.23, becoming the 
second runner in LVC history to 
finish under 11 minutes in the 
3,000 event. "I was impressed at 
how well both teams did in over- 
all team rankings," Sanders said. 
"The women's 4x200 team had an 
amazing improvement and I can't 
wait for us to run it at MAC's. I 
think we have a good chance of 
winning the event and perhaps 
meeting the ECAC qualifying 
time in the process." 

"We performed very well as 
team and achieved several top 



performances and victories which 
can be credited to the hard work 
and commitment of our team this 
season," Light said.

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The Controversy Continues

Two hours after the announce- 
ment that the Lebanon Valley Col- 
lege ice hockey team would be mov- 
ing from the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association (NCAA) to the 
American Collegiate Hockey Associ- 
ation (ACHA) on Tuesday, February 
23, there was a Facebook group cre- 
ated to "Save LVC Ice Hockey." The 
group was created by Krystina Chap- 



man '12, Samantha Stewart '13, and 
Brianna Roman '13, and is intended 
to raise awareness of the situation 
and how it was handled 

Only two and a half weeks after 
the group was created, it had 1,494 
members, including players, students, 
friends, and fans dissatisfied with the 
administration's decision. Although 
not all students may agree with or care 
about the administration's decision, 
the fact that 1,494 persons disagree 
with it for a school that only has ap- 



proximately 1,600 students shows 
large dissatisfaction and tremendous 
support for the LVC ice hockey team 
as a NCAA Division III team. 

President MacDonald has re- 
leased a statement to La Vie Collegi- 
enne explaining the College's deci- 
sion to move its hockey program 
to the ACHA, a club league. This 
statement may be viewed on page 
three of this week's edition 

Regarding this change, one of 
the hockey players stated, "It's like 



telling the baseball team they cut 
the program, but they're going to 
have a t-ball team." 

According to Scott Biggar's article 
"Flying Dutchmen Grounded: After 
Finding Success in the ECAC North- 
east, Lebanon Valley College Strug- 
gled in the ECAC West," the college 
performed an evaluation of the hock- 
ey season after Coach Tim Russel's 
resignation in January. In order to do 
this, the college used a "Success For-

mula," which looked at factors such as 
costs, student-athlete graduation rates, 
travel requirements, missed class time, 
and competitiveness. 

One of the College's main 
points in support of their decision 
includes the team's performance 
over the past six seasons after it was 
unwillingly moved from the East- 
ern College Athletic Conference 
(ECAC) Northeast Ice Hockey 
League, where the team endured 
success, to the ECAC West for the 
2004-2005 season. Since this time, 
President MacDonald noticed the 
team has been unable to offer much 
competition to other schools, as 
the team has only a .080 winning 
percentage since the change. 

Regardless of the bad winning 
percentage, the team obviously has 
many loyal fans. 

Stewart noticed, "This year's fresh- 
man class performed amazingly. The 
team relied greatly on the young play- 
ers, and they certainly came through 
for the team on multiple occasions, 
and for this reason, we believe the 
team can only progress from here as 
the freshmen get more experience." 

ECAC West Correspondent 
Scott Biggar noticed, "Things 
were actually looking up for the 
Flying Dutchmen earlier this sea- 
son. [They] showed a noticeable 
increase in competitiveness com- 
pared to previous seasons. Several 
coaches around the ECAC West 
noted this... and were hopeful 
that the team was rounding the 
corner. Even after the resignation 
of Russel in January, the team 
played on, including an overtime 
loss to Neumann and close games 
against Hobart and Utica. Per- 
haps more than any other time 
in the last three years, these eight 
games showed the resilient char- 
acter of this team." 

In the last eight games, injured 
captain Spiros Anastasiadis '10

filled in to help assistant coach 
Brendon Herr. Anastasiadis had 
played five games injured before 
making the switch to helping coach 
because of Russel's resignation. 

Reflecting on the events An- 
astasiadis noted, "I could have 
played [those games] through my 
injury, but I was given false hope 
to help coach and turn things 
around. So I played my last game 
without even knowing it, and 
didn't even get to skate on my se- 
nior day." 

Anastasiadis decided to join 
track, a sport he had not partici- 
pated in since his freshman year of 
high school in '99, so he could end 
his athletics experience at LVC on 
his own terms. 

Many of the other hockey players 
also successfully play other sports 
on campus, including the reinstated 
lacrosse team and the golf team. Ac- 
cording to Anastasiadis, the reason 
the players are successful on the 
other teams is because of coaching. 

Anastasiadis added, "[Lacrosse] 
Coach Hause, [Golf] Coach Soren- 
tino, and [Track] Coach Weidler 
are incredible examples of good role 
models... I thank Coach Haus for 
taking in my teammates and giv- 
ing them a good experience. I thank 
Coach Sorentino for doing the 
same... and always supporting us. 
And I especially thank Coach Wei- 
dler for bringing me into her track 
family and giving me one last oppor- 
tunity to be a part of something spe- 
cial... It's just too bad the adminis- 
tration couldn't give hockey a chance 
with a coach who cared as much as 
those three do about their athletes." 

Shaun Stamm '12 agreed that 
coaching was the main prob- 
lem stating, "Our coach was ill- 
equipped, poorly qualified in the 
coaching sense, and was hired over 
the summer months of school when 
recruiting was out of the question ... 
The administration did not see only 
winning a pair of games in the 2007- 
2008 season as a red flag... When 
Ted Russell resigned, the real tur- 
moil began. We were left with an as- 
sistant coach that was by no means 
capable of coaching a Division III 
NCAA hockey team in the best 
conference in the country." He also 
added that when Anastasiadis filled 
in as coach, he was "more devoted 
than any of the coaches I've experi- 
enced at this college." 

Stamm said many of the play- 
ers plan to transfer to other schools 



where they may not even play hock- 
ey, although almost all of the players 
chose this school to have the oppor- 
tunity to play Dili hockey. 

Regarding the transferring, 
Stamm added, "This administration 
is not only losing a hockey team, but 
perhaps the most diverse group of 
individuals that LVC has, 32 players 
from 16 states/provinces and three 
countries." Finally, he added, "I am 
deeply hurt that I will be departing 
this school on such a negative note. It 
will be hard not only leaving friends, 
professors, and the school, but leav- 
ing these 31 guys, who are better off 
as brothers to me, will surely be the 
hardest thing I'll ever have to do." 

Regarding the fact that many of 
these players will have to reevaluate 
and change their life plans because 
of their decision to choose LVC for 
the chance to play hockey, Greg 
Krikorian stated, "Students come 
to school for an education, hockey 
is part of the experience." 

President MacDonald reported 
that the change to ACHA is a posi- 
tive change because the administra- 
tion is certain the team will be suc- 
cessful The team will compete as a 
D- 1 team, but the team will probably 
have to play as a D-l independent 
competitor for the first year, where 
the team may have to play D-2 teams 
to fill the schedule. President Mac- 
Donald also noted that he contacted 
the presidents of 18 other colleges 
and universities that have teams in 
the ECAC East or ECAC Northeast 
and also the Commissioner in order 
to see if the team could change to one 
of these divisions 

But, the contacts were in vain, 
as President MacDonald found, 
"there is no realistic prospect of 
LVC being welcomed in either the 
ECAC East or Northeast." 

Though justified by the ad- 
ministration, the effects of their 
decision to move the hockey team 
to the ACHA will impact not only 
the school, but also the commu- 
nity for years to come. The hock- 
ey players have assisted student 
organizations such as Habitat for 
Humanity and Colleges Against 
Cancer and have helped the com- 
munity through events such as 
the cleaning of Lebanon Park. 
LVC is losing not only a hockey 
team, but a band of brothers de- 
voted to the LVC family and its 
surrounding community.

Initial plans for Verizon tower at LVC begin 

will be used, he said. There is cur- 
rently a T-Mobile tower on the roof 
of Blair Music Center, he said, and 
Blair is one possible location for a 
new tower. However, there could be 
aesthetic and structural problems 
with that location, he said. 

LVC has been attempting to get 
a Verizon tower because "you have 
a lot of students on campus who 
have Verizon," but do not receive 
consistent coverage on campus, 
Shapiro said. 

Verizon, AT&T, and T-Mobile 
are the most common cell phone 
service providers for LVC stu- 
dents, he said. There is a T-Mobile 
tower on Blair Music Center and an 
AT&T tower just north of campus, 
he said. 

Facilities and the legal depart- 
ment are also involved in the Ve- 
rizon tower planning process, he 
said. 

Instead of rushing the process, 
"we're trying to be smart with every 
step we take," Shapiro said. 

"It would be awesome if we 
could get a tower," wrote Sarah Kal- 
treider T 1, a Verizon user. "While 
service outside isn't bad, there's 
times inside where I won't get 
a missed call/text till hours later, 
and it [gets] old real fast."

Verizon wireless may be soon 
building a wireless cell phone ser- 
vice tower at LVC, said David Sha- 
piro, Director of Technical Services 
at LVC, which would hopefully 
improve cell phone service for Ve- 
rizon customers. 

Verizon is expected to come to 
LVC in the next few weeks to sur- 
vey possible locations, Shapiro said. 

"Unfortunately, it's just a very 
long process," Shapiro said, and 
there are no definite timetables, but 
hopefully this survey will help "the 
ball really start to move." 

LVC has been in contact with 
Verizon for a while about building a 
tower on campus, he said, but diffi- 
culty finding an acceptable location 
has delayed the process. 

Locations on the north side of 
campus were considered, but "there's 
a lot of other stuff on the north side 
of campus that we don't want to in- 
terfere with," like biology department 
field projects, Shapiro said. 

Now, they are considering build- 
ing a tower on the roof of a campus 
building, which would be more 
aesthetically pleasing and less in 
people's way than building a tower 
from the ground, he said.

y the College is Changing its Hockey Conference 

From the President 




I know that there is con- 
siderable interest in and 
controversy about the 
College's decision to move its 
hockey program from the affili- 
ation with the NCAA's Division 
III to the American Collegiate 
Hockey Association (ACHA) 
beginning with the 2010-2011 
season. There are two basic chal- 
lenges, which we hope to address 
with this change. 

Challenge One: Based 

upon our performance over the 
past six seasons, the hockey pro- 
gram is not competitive in its 
present conference where LVC 
has faced overwhelming odds. 
In the program's first years, in 
2000-2003, the LVC hockey team 
fed in the Eastern College 
Conference (ECAC) 
Ice Hockey League 
I enjoyed great success. But in 
35, LVC was moved (unwill- 
ingly) to the ECAC West Hockey 
League. In the subsequent six 
seasons, under two different head 




coaches, the hockey team's record 
has been 12 wins, 135 losses, and 3 
ties— a winning percentage of .080. 
In those six seasons, LVC played 85 
head-to-head games against ECAC 
West opponents; LVC won 1 game 
and lost 84. This record is not the 
fault of our hockey players: they 
have worked and played hard, and 
they have been resilient in the face 
of repeated losses. 

It is the task of any school to 
give its students and student-ath- 
letes the opportunity to succeed. 
The College is not doing this now 
by obliging its hockey team to 
play in the ECAC West where our 
hockey players do not have much 
chance to win. Another change in 
coaches is not likely, by itself, to 
alter this stark fact. We have re- 
peatedly explored the possibility of 
moving to another conference. Just 
last week, the Commissioner of the 
ECAC seemed to open the door to 
moving LVC to the ECAC East or 
back to the ECAC Northeast. Over 
the past weekend, I contacted the 



presidents of the 18 colleges and 
universities of those two confer- 
ences to see if it were possible for 
LVC to play NCAA hockey there. 
In the end, I learned from the Com- 
missioner and from the presidents I 
spoke with that there is no realistic 
prospect of LVC being welcomed 
in either the ECAC East or North- 
east. 

In short, if we were to continue 
to play Division III hockey, we 
would have to continue to play in a 
conference where we have had little 
success. 

Challenge Two; In part be- 
cause they have been enjoying kttle 
success on the ice, our hockey play- 
ers have not remained at the College 
and completed their degrees with 
the regularity we expect of other 
students and other student-athletes. 
The overall four-year graduation rate 
of ice hockey players who came to 
LVC in the six years from fall 2000 
through fall 2005 has been less than 
one half that of all other students at 
the College. 



Solution: We believe we 
can address the two challenges 
identified here by affiliating the 
LVC hockey program with the 
American Collegiate Hockey As- 
sociation (ACHA) where we find 
teams playing quality hockey 
against which we are confident we 
can compete successfully. In the 
Mid-Atlantic Collegiate Hockey 
Association's Liberty Division, for 
instance, we could play teams from 
Temple University, Saint Joseph's 
University, Penn State, Rowan 
University, the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and Princeton University. 
Moreover, we will be able to recruit 
high school hockey players from 
the large number of high schools in 
Pennsylvania offering hockey pro- 
grams. These are players who do 
not look at LVC now because they 
do not choose to play NCAA Divi- 
sion III intercollegiate hockey but 
who might relish the chance to play 
competitive hockey at the ACHA 
level. This ACHA team would be 
fully-funded by the College, pro- 



vided with equipment, uniforms, 
ice-time, transportation, and 
coaches. It would continue to 
play in the historic Hersheypark 
Arena 

In sum: we are changing the 
hockey conference in order to 
keep our program alive. We do 
not believe it can survive as it is, 
locked in a conference where we 
play against tremendous com- 
petitive odds. We want a hockey 
program that promises a balanced 
and fair competitive experience 
for students. We want oar hock- 
ey players to succeed on the ice; 
we want them to graduate from 
this College.

Sanskrit to be offered at LVC 

Fall 2010

Sanskrit, a classical South Asian 
language, will be offered at LVC 
next year. It will be taught by As- 
sistant Professor of Religion Dr. 
Sayers in the fall, and will fulfill the 
Foreign Language requirement of 
the General Education program. 
Though Sanskrit is an ancient 
language, it remains one of the 
twenty-three national languages 
of India, and it is also the liturgical 
language for Hinduism. According 
to the 1991 Indian census there 
were 49,736 people speaking the 
language fluendy. 

Students will learn the basics 
of the language: alphabet, pronun- 
ciation, and the script, devanagarl. 
This class will be centered on The 
Ramayana, an epic poem from 
Hindu mythology, composed in 



the early centuries of the Common 
Era. Telling the story of a god-king's 
exile and subsequent victory, The 
Rdmdyana's importance lies in the 
influence it had in South Asia. As 
students learn more of the language 
they will read more of the poem, 
which will increase in difficulty 
throughout the semester. Using 
this poem, grammar and custom 
will be melded together to create a 
comprehensive understanding and 
appreciation of the language and its 
surrounding culture. 

Professor Sayers wanted to bring 
Sanskrit to LVC because he felt that 
part of a liberal arts education is "for 
students to push themselves beyond 
what they are comfortable with." 

He believes that through the 
study of older cultures, we can 
more fully understand how the 
world came to be what it is today. 

When describing the course, 
Professor Sayers stated, "It will be 



challenging, but it offers a tremen- 
dous opportunity to understand 
language in a new way, to under- 
stand what it must be like to think 
about the world in different ways, 
and it opens up opportunities for 
students to be able to access differ- 
ent ways that people have found to 
define what it means to be human." 

This class offers LVC students 
the unique opportunity to learn 
an ancient, yet highly important 
language. For those students who 
wish to pursue further study of the 
culture and religions of Asia, this 
class presents an excellent chance 
to broaden their knowledge. It will 
be interesting, challenging, differ- 
ent, and it will give students the 
ability to break away from their 
comfort zone and make the most 
out of their experience at Lebanon 
Valley College.

Robert Pattinson, best known 
for his role of Edward Cullen in the 
Twilight series, stars in Remember 
Me, a movie set in New York City 
in 2001. He plays Tyler, a guy 
who doesn't really know what he 
wants to do with his life and frankly 
doesn't care. He smokes too much, 
drinks too much, and generally 
feels bad about himself for his life 
not amounting to anything mean- 
ingful. When he gets in a scuffle 
with the NYPD, it seems he is at a 
whole new low. 

Then comes Aly, played by Losf's 
Emilie de Ravin, who gives Tyler a 
whole new outlook on life. How- 
ever, she's not perfect: she has had 
a pretty tortured life, and the two 
connect over their anguished pasts. 

My main reason for wanting to 
see the movie was to see if Pattin- 
son could hold his own outside of 
the Twilight franchise. And I must 
say, I think he can. His casting was 
a pretty good choice; it may not 
have been such a stretch for him to 
play this care-free, sometimes ang- 
sty character. However, Tyler has 
a pretty big emotional character 
arc throughout the movie, which I 
believe Pattinson successfully por- 
trays. I was a little hesitant of the 
casting of Pierce Brosnan as Ty- 
ler's father — especially after seeing 
him in Mama Mia — however I was 
pleasantly surprised by his portray- 
al. The casting of Tyler's roommate 
(Tate Ellington) was a good choice 
as well. 

While this movie seems like a 
love story — and the trailers play it 
up as if this is so — Remember Me 



turns out to be much more than 
that, with interesting subplots fo- 
cusing on the dynamics between 
Tyler's family, especially involving 
his kid sister Caroline (Ruby Jer- 
ins). The main story line is pretty 
good, aside from it being some- 
what predictable. It has the classic 
boy meets girl, boy gets girl, boy 
looses girl, boy gets girl back again 
formula; however, as stated, it is the 
subplots that really shine. The big 
problem comes with the ending of 
the film. 

I will not spoil the ending for 
those intending to see it, and I 
would suggest not spoiling your- 
self either, because the impact of 
the movie comes from not seeing it 
coming. Although the ending has 
a big impact, I do not agree with 
its use. Instead of using their own 
script writing skills to make the au- 
dience feel a certain way at the end 
of the film, the filmmakers use a 
plot device to which many people 
have emotions connected. I felt 
like the filmmakers were taking an 
easy way out by using this, instead 
of building their characters up 
enough so that they would convey 
the emotions on their own. It felt 
cheap. 

The ending and all criticisms 
aside, the movie achieved the one 
thing that filmmakers want: it made 
me think about the movie for hours 
after. While most of the thinking 
was debating whether I actually 
liked the movie or not, it stuck with 
me, and I think I have finally come 
to the conclusion that I did indeed 
enjoy it, and would see it again.

The baseball team defeated

On Saturday the team contin- 
ued its success when it faced Penn 
State Harrisburg in double header 
action.

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BODY Armour Program introduced at LVC

Professor Mike Lehr and the 
Physical Therapy department 
at LVC are taking steps to 
strengthen athletes and prevent 
injuries through an intensive 
new program that is currently 
underway. 

The BODY Armour program 
was introduced, in part, because 
of the large number of student 
athletes at LVC. Lehr and his 
team are seeking to help these 
students optimize their athletic 
performance while minimizing 
the risk of non-contact sports 
injuries. 

BODY Armour initially in- 
vited all active athletes to par- 
ticipate in the study. Those that 
took advantage of the opportu- 
nity were pretested to examine 



many factors including flexibil- 
ity, strength, and mobility. 

The program is presently in 
its second phase, the interven- 
tion phase. During this phase, 
Lehr and several PT students 
are applying the findings from 
the pretesting to address and 
hopefully resolve any impair- 
ments that may be discov- 
ered in the athletes. Any such 
injuries are then addressed 
through a variety of individu- 
alized stretches and exercises 
that will force the athletes to 
move in new ways and use and 
develop different muscles. The 
athletes will continue to take 
part in the intervention phase 
twice a week through the end 
of March. 

In a few weeks, Lehr and his 
students will retest the athletes 
to determine what progress was 



made throughout the interven- 
tion and will proceed with the 
BODY Armour program based 
on their findings. 

According to PT student 
Megan Bish, "BODY Armour 
has been well accepted by the 
athletes because it will ulti- 
mately help them perform at 
their optimal level during com- 
petition." 

But BODY Armour is not 
just a helpful tool for LVC ath- 
letes. Fourth, fifth, and sixth 
year Physical Therapy students 
are also gaining knowledge and 
significant experience by par- 
ticipating in the program. 

Lauren Horst, one of the PT 
students who works with Lehr 
and the athletes, says that BODY 
Armour is "a good opportunity 
for us PT students to learn. It's 
something we'll be able to use

when we are out in the clinic."

After two months of food ser- 
vice and numerous complaints 
from the student body, Metz is 
changing their food fine-up in 
the cafeteria. However, it is not 
I the selection that is changing, but 
rather the portion sizes. 

Metz is enacting the "rule of 
thumb" rule-of-thumb for por- 
tion sizes: no single serving on a 
plate will be larger than the size 
of your thumb. This means one 
carrot, two scalloped potatoes, 
and a one-by-one inch cube of 
meadoaf will be considered a 
complete meal. These new por- 
tion sizes will go into effect the 
week students return from Easter 
Break. 

"We really care about the 
health and well-being of the stu- 
dent body," states Food Service. 

"We can see that many students

Online Registration 
Changes

There are a few changes to on- 
line registration beginning this 
Spring 2010. The initial registra- 
tion period will remain unchanged 
(April 9- April 16), however the 
registration window for students 
to make further changes will re- 
main open until the end of the 
semester (May 12). Also, registra- 
tion will re-open for the add/drop 
period (August 30- September 
7). Advisors will approve added 
or dropped courses online dur- 



ing this period as well. In order to 
improve communication, advisor 
comments will now be emailed 
to students in addition to being 
available for students to view on 
AccessLVC. Another change is 
that students will now be able to 
register for previously attempted 
courses online. Also, students will 
not be able to drop below 12 cred- 
its online after the initial registra- 
tion period. 

It is important that all students 
are prepared for registration. In 
order to ensure preparedness, first, 
find out when your online regis- 



tration begins via AccessLVC. Sec- 
ond, contact your academic advi- 
sor before April 9 and schedule an 
appointment. Third, print a copy 
of your degree audit, or check- 
list of classes you are required to 
take, and bring it with you to the 
appointment with your advisor. 
Fourth, before the meeting, have 
an idea of what classes you need to 
take the next semester. 

Remember the registration pe- 
riod is April 9 to April 1 6, so know 
what classes you need to take and 
be prepared!

The Valleyfest events as LVC 
students know them today have 
evolved over four decades' worth 
of festival weekends — with name 
and setup changes along the way. 
The weekend's changes can be seen 
when going back through issues of 
La Vie Collegienne, which has re- 
ported on the event in some way 
since its inception. 

Started in 1970, Valleyfest was 
originally known as the "Spring 
Arts Festival," with the first being 
held on May 14, 15 and 16 of that 
year. According to a 1970 article 
written by Jim Katzman, it was a 
piece in "Instrumentalist Maga- 
zine" about another school's festi- 
val — and gave instructions on how 
to start your own — that sparked 
the idea for Spring Arts. 

The original goal for the Spring 
Arts festival was "exposure to fine 
arts at the Valley... [and] provide 
a new line of communication be- 
tween the college and the com- 
munity." Thus was born a three-day 
weekend for the festival, with spe- 
cial provisions allowing committee 



members to be excused from Fri- 
day classes in order to prepare for 
the festival's kick-off that evening. 
The committee planed for the so- 
cial quad to be full of sculptures 
and murals, with crafts on display 
and a scholastic drama competi- 
tion for students at high schools 
within 30 miles of campus. 

Accounts of the weekends 
seem to indicate that at the festi- 
val's inception, art was the primary 
focus — not music, as Valleyfest 
seems to lean toward now. There 
was music present at the Spring 
Arts festival, though not to the lev- 
el with which students are accus- 
tomed today — or the kind of music 
heard now. The 1983 Spring Arts 
festival has a lot of theatre, includ- 
ing theatrical groups from visiting 
colleges; something called "Dokey 
the clown," and music including 
the Messiah Prophet Band — clear- 
ly a far cry from the campus bands 
dotting the quads during Valleyfest 
today. Art has still remained pres- 
ent in the festival over the years, 
with local artisans and craftspeople 
setting up booths along Sheridan 
Avenue. According to a 2001 ar- 
ticle by Stephanie Ritter, huge can- 



vases were set up in the academic 
quad with an instructional video 
of artist Jackson Pollock playing 
to guide students through creating 
their own large work of Pollock- 
esque art that year. 

The festival continued as 
"Spring Arts" throughout the 
seventies, eighties, and nineties, 
sporting the flower logo now seen 
again on some Valleyfest materials, 
including this year's shirts, where 
the flower logo is visible under the 
word "Fest," right next to the cur- 
rent "VF" logo. 

In 2001, the current musical set- 
up took place, with outdoor stages 
on Sheridan and by Mund, 

2002 marked the last year of 
"Spring Arts," with a pending name 
change being noted in an April is- 
sue of La Vie Collegienne. In 2003, 
the festival's name was changed 
to "Cherry Blossom Festival." The 
name change was fitting due to the 
cherry trees around campus that 
blossom around the same time as 
the festival weekend. It was during 
the festival's time as Spring Arts in 
the 1990s that the campus shifted 
away from prohibiting and "strong- 
ly discouraging" alcohol in the 70s 




and 80s, moving toward an alco- 
hol policy similar to that of today's 
campus. 

However, while it has been held 
for many years largely without inci- 
dent, ValleyFest has not been com- 
pletely devoid of controversy. Dur- 
ing the first decade of the 2000's, 
Valleyfest encountered an issue 
with police units that shaped future 
rules and regulations, though trou- 
ble at the festival since has been 
minimal. The weekend also under- 
went another name change in 2004 
resulting in its current moniker, 
and a recent re-interest in the fes- 
tival's history has brought about a 
reappearance of the classic Spring 
Arts flower logo started in the 70s. 

Regardless of any changes in 
name or policy, the festival week- 
end has spent decades serving as 
a chance for the campus and the 
community to come together over 
art, music, and laughter in the sun- 
shine.

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What goes into picking the VF Band?

If you think $15 ($18 for 
a combo pass) for a ticket to 
see the Valley Fest evening en- 
tertainment is a bit much, you 
might want to consider the price 
tag on the Saturday night head- 
lining act. 

So what does it take to snag a 
band like Red Jumpsuit Appara- 
tus for the evening? The answer: 
a lot of votes and $ 1 5,500. 

The Valley Fest committee 
sets a cap for the limit it can 
spend on the evening entertain- 
ment. This year, the budget for 
Saturday night entertainment 
alone was $21,500. 

"The evening entertainment 
chair, this year it's Ryan Frantz, 
goes through [the bands] based 
on our budget," says Matt How- 
ell-Clarke, president of the Val- 
ley Fest committee. 

From there, a list of about 



25-30 bands is compiled. These 
bands fit a variety of genres. The 
list of selected bands goes to the 
Valley Fest committee, which 
narrows selection to around 10- 
15 bands. 

This list is distributed to the 
student body where the vote is 
in their hands. Once students 
select their top three favorites, 
a middle agent contacts the vote 
getters in order of popularity. 

While Howell-Clarke says 
the first-place band can usually 
be secured, this year's Saturday 
night head-lining entertainment, 
Red Jumpsuit Apparatus, was ac- 
tually number two. 

"The number one band, The 
Plain White T's, was booked 
with studio time. [The band] 
turned down touring engage- 
ments. Red Jumpsuit Apparatus 
was second but it wasn't by a 
huge difference," says Howell- 
Clarke. 

The students' involvement 



in the selection process stopped 
with the vote for Saturday night's 
entertainment, as the committee 
was crunched for time. Howell- 
Clarke says the Valley Fest com- 
mittee was presented with nu- 
merous cover-band options and 
was then polled. 

The committee's choice, Lau- 
ralea and TRiPp fABuLouS, cost 
$4,500. 

The original budget for Friday 
night entertainment was $2,000. 

"The leftover funds from Sat- 
urday night entertainment gets 
moved around [to cover other 
costs]," says Howell-Clarke. 

In addition to the costs for 
the bands' performances, the 
cost for audio and staging is set 
at $12,500. 

The money comes from an 
assortment of places. $20,000 
is received from the Student 
Activities fee, which can be put 
towards anything involving Val- 
ley Fest. 



This year, the Valley Fest 
committee requested and re- 
ceived $8,000 from Student 
Government to help pay for the 
festival. 

The committee projects sell- 
ing about 800-900 tickets, ap- 
proximately $9,000 income. The 
money is used to cover any other 
expenses. Howell-Clarke says 
there usually isn't much left over 
in terms of profit. "We pretty 
much break even on the festival." 

Students are encouraged 
to be a part of the Valley Fest 
committee. The job comes with 
perks including free tickets to 
the entertainment. It also gives 
students the opportunity to vote 
on the acts and have a say in the 
planning of the festival.

The start of the game was promis- 
ing when Scott Sutton '13, won the 
face-off and took possession. The 
first goal of the game was scored 
quicldy after that by Kyle Steward- 
son. Sutton won the following face- 
off as well however Manhattanville 
soon gained advantage, tieing up 
the score five minutes into the game. 
The quarter proved to be back-and- 
forth the rest of the time with mul- 
tiple shots on goal, ground balls and 
turn-overs by both teams.

Afterward, the play went back-and- 
forth between the two teams when, 
after a time-out by LVC, Sutton 
scored to make the score 3-4 Man- 
hattanville. The Dutchmen ended 
the half down by one. 

Manhattanville furthered their 
lead with another two goals at the 
start of the third quarter, putting 
the score at 3-6. LVC came back 
strong, holding the Valiants off 
until the near the end of the third 
quarter. After their seventh goal of 
the game, Kyle Stewardson scored 
with 1:36 left, his second goal of 
the game. 

The Dutchmen started out the 



final quarter behind 4-7. Sutton 
won the face-off and LVC took con- 
trol. They controlled the ball for the 
first part of the quarter but could 
not come back. Manhattanville 
scored with seven minutes left. The 
Valiants kept possession of the ball 
for the remaining time until a pen- 
alty was called, giving the Dutch- 
men an extra man on the field. CJ 
Adams '12, scored with a minute 
left in the game. The final score was 
LVC 5, Manhattanville 8. 

Adams said, "We are young and 
have a relative amount of inexperi- 
ence, but if we work hard and play 
with discipline, good thing will 
happen." 

The women also played Manhat- 
tanville College and walked away 
with a win, 13-12. "The game on 
a whole was one of the best games 
we played all season as a team," said 
Chloe Gunther '13. She went on to 
say, "We played as a team and not 
individually... Everyone stepped up 
when we needed them to." 

The Valiants took control of the 
game in the beginning, winning the 
first face-off and scoring the first 



goal in the first two minutes. Af- 
ter this, the game proved to be a 
close one. 

The two teams fought for pos- 
session until Allison McGinniss 
'13, tied up the game on a free 
position shot. Hana Krechel '13, 
followed it up with another goal a 
minute later. But their small lead 
was quickly ended with another 
goal from Manhattanville. They 
controlled the ball until Erica 
Ameigh got a ground ball and 
Suzanne Sullivan '13, scored two 
goals in succession, effectively 
beginning LVC's dominance on 
the scoreboard. 

Manhattanville tried to come 
back, scoring a goal but Rachel 
Murkey '12, scored another soon 
after.

"The paper asserts that 
Russia has become a more resur- 
gent regional power in both Eu- 



rope and Central Asia by seeking to 
challenge American power in both 
of these geo-strategically vital ar- 
eas," noted Dolan. Gabe went on to 
present his work at the LVC Politi- 
cal Science Conference last Spring, 
and continued to edit and improve 
his paper for this past conference.

The topic of the paper cen- 
ters on Russian resurgence in 
the International system and is 
titled "Russia Reborn."

Texter '12. Brown is a moderately 
conservative evangelical Christian, 
vice-president of Mars Hill, and is 
majoring in Religion and Philoso- 
phy. Walmer is an English Com- 
munications student who is also 
minoring in Law and Society. He is 
the president of Mars Hill and is an 
active member of First Evangelical 
Congregational Church in Palmy- 
ra. Texter is an English Education 
major, co-president of Freedom 
Rings, and is a member of St. Paul 
United Methodist Church in Man- 
chester, PA. 

The group discussed two main 
questions in the debate, "What is 
the role of a Christian in the gay 
community?" and "What is the role 
of a gay in the Christian communi- 
ty?" Opinions on these two ques- 
tions varied. Texter mentioned, 
"People have suffered for standing 
up for things they believed in and 
love and peace are both harmed by 
this separation... allowing people 



to embraces God, gays, and com- 
munity is the best." Zeigler argued 
that homosexuals and Christians 
are all sinners who need God's 
grace. Marven pointed out that the 
job of any community is to have 
justice, mercy, walk humbly, and 
not be exclusive. 

The panel then discussed their 
opinions on four Bible verses, in- 
cluding Leviticus 18:22, Leviti- 
cus 19:18, Romans 1:24-27, and 
2 Samuel 1:26. Leviticus 18:22 
states, "Thou shalt not lie with 
mankind, as with womankind: it is 
abomination." Zeigler and Brown 
agreed that this shows that homo- 
sexuality is unacceptable for God s 
chosen people. Walmer noticed 
that not all passages apply and that 
the verses must be read in context. 
Berger, Marven, and Texter also 
agreed that not all passages are ap- 
plicable to our society. 

The discussion closed with au- 
dience questions.

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Get your fill with fun recipes for summer

It is nearing that time of year 
again - sunshine, tan lines, the 
beach, bathing suits, and, my favor- 
ite, summer food. Summer food... 
I believe almost all summer food 
should be grilled: meat, vegetables, 
fruit, you name it! When I think of 
summer, I think of fresh fruit and 
grilled food! Here are some meals 
for the summer season. 

Now I know fresh fruit can be 
expensive, but nothing screams 
summer like a fruit salad. I usual- 
ly use multiple types of fruit such 
as watermelon, cantaloupe, hon- 
eydew, strawberries, blueberries, 
raspberries, pineapple, peaches, 
apples, and bananas. I usually cut 
up and add the apples and banan- 
as at the last moment possible, as 
they tend to color quickly. Health 
factors not enough to encourage 
you to eat fruit? I usually add a 
hint of fresh mint, or have it avail- 
able beside the salad; it gives the 
fruit a unique taste that everyone 
will be curious about. If this still 
does not interest you and you 
are 21, add a hint of pineapple- 
orange juice and dark rum or co- 
conut rum. 

Not a fruit person, but want 




something simple to prepare? Try 
cucumber tomato feta salad. Use 
six Roma tomatoes sliced about 
1/3 inch thick and four cucum- 
bers sliced at the same thickness. 
Mix the vegetables along with a 
finely chopped small red onion in 
a bowl with a container of crum- 
bled Feta Cheese. If preferred, 
add salt or pepper and add basil, 
oregano, or rosemary as desired, 
but do not overdo it, two tea- 
spoons is probably plenty. Lastly, 
mix Red Wine Vinegar and Extra 
Virgin Olive Oil at a 1:3 ratio, vin- 
egar to olive oil. Make approxi- 
mately half a cup. 

Next is the main meal and time 
to put that grill to use. Grilled 
shrimp, avocado, and mango ta- 
cos or grilled chicken and pine- 
apple stuffed pitas. For the first, 



one would need a package of 
shrimp with the shrimps cut into 
fourths, V4 teaspoon of lime zest, 
1 cup of coarsely chopped man- 
go, % cup of coarsely chopped 
avocado, Vi cup of corn, 2 table- 
spoons of chopped jalapeno pep- 
pers, reduced-fat sour cream, salsa 
verde, and corn tortillas. Add all 
ingredients together in a bowl and 
divide into multiple aluminum 
foil closed "packages", then place 
on the upper level of the grill. 
Grill until avocados and mangos 
are warm and soft and shrimp 
are cooked thoroughly, this will 
be dependent upon the distance 
and power from the flame and the 
size of the packages made. When 
finished, place in tortillas and add 
salsa verde and sour cream as de- 
sired. 



Don't like seafood? Try grilled 
chicken and pineapple. This is 
one of my favorite meals and it 
is so simple. I simply season the 
chicken with chicken season- 
ing or lightly with rosemary, and 
then simply throw it in the grill. 
Stand the pineapple on its bottom 
and cut the pieces down then cut 
them about 1/3 inches thick, or 
use any other method, but make 
sure the pieces aren't too small to 
fall through the holes on the grill. 
Pineapple does not take as long 
to grill, but sometimes tends to 
dry out. The quick fix for this is 
to have a small cup of pineapple 
juice beside the grill so you can 
throw it on the pineapple, or the 
chicken, as needed or desired. 
Once cooked thoroughly, take the 
food off the grill and place pita 



or paninis on the top shelf of the 
grill. While this is occurring, cut 
the chicken and pineapple into 
pieces small enough to stuff into 
or on top of the pita or panini. 

Lastly is dessert and I bet you 
can guess I will probably use the 
grill again. This is another sim- 
ple thing to make; all you need 
is peaches, vanilla ice cream, 
honey, and blackberries or rasp- 
berries. Cut peaches in half ver- 
tically and remove the pit, then 
place on the grill inside down 
on the upper rack. Once the 
peach grill lines appear, take off 
and place in a small bowl, add a 
scoop or two of ice cream then 
add a small amount of honey 
on top and add blackberries or 
raspberries on top. For a healthi- 
er option, skip the ice cream. 

Hopefully these meals give 
you the same enthusiasm for 
summer cooking that I have. So 
take a trip to Wal-Mart or Giant 
and rent a grill from school, or 
wait a month and reward your- 
self for a year's worth of long 
work with a delicious meal.

This year they will be plant- 
ing a Kwanzan cherry tree. 

On Friday, look for a special 
display on campus. The "Dumpster 
Dive" display is an artistic installa- 
tion that is made of recyclable ma- 
terials that were incorrectly placed 
in the trash. Dr. Grant Taylor, Pro- 
fessor of Art and Digital Commu- 
nications, worked with members of 
SAFE to design the display.

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Shakespeare's 'Shrew' to be tamed

The name "Shakespeare" is 
known to garner different reac- 
tions, the words "scary" and "in- 
timidating" often coming to mind. 
However, with the comedy The 
Taming of the Shrew, the cast and 
crew of Wig and Buckle's latest pro- 
duction are trying to change these 
perceptions. 

For those who have seen Ten 
Tilings I Hate About You, the plot of

This, along with questions of 
identity and classic Shakespearean 
wit, provides for a comedic and en- 
tertaining night of theater. 

It was perhaps not the ideal 



weekend to open the show, what 
with a torrential storm and power 
outages Friday night, ValleyFest 
Saturday afternoon, and an 8 p.m. 
show Sunday night; however, the 
seats filled nicely and the reaction 
was positive. 

"The first weekend of the show 
was absolutely fabulous!" said 
the show's director, Karen Oula- 
han '11. "The entire cast and crew 
worked very well together, and 
overall I heard very positive things 
from audience members." 

Cast members were pleased 
with how the weekend turned out 
as well.

It's not easy to write an entire al- 
bum well. It's even harder to write 
an album based around the plodine 
of an epic science-fiction narrative 
you and your buddies created in 
your spare time. So kudos to Co- 
heed & Cambria for sticking to 
what is now a five-album tradition 
of using their songs to tell the tale 
of the Amory Wars, a science fic- 
tion series conceived by lead singer 



Claudio Sanchez and his band 
mates. For years these tragically 
un-hip rockers have been churning 
out their own brand of pop-punk/ 
metal/prog, rock goodness to only 
recent mainstream exposure with 
singles like "A Favor House Adan- 
tic" and a handful of downloadable 
Rock Band songs. 

But as for their fifth studio ef- 
fort, The Year of the Black Rainbow, 
Coheed steps further in a direction 
they turned their heads toward 
in their last album, Good Apollo 
I'm Burning Star TV, Volume II: No 
World For Tomorrow (yes that's 
the actual tide) and will probably 
leave most fans either loving or hat- 
ing the new sound. Black Rainbow, 
unlike the previous four albums 
which told the tale of the Amory 
Wars in chronological order, is a 
prequel to the series. Although, as 
with every single one of Coheed's 
albums the lyrics won't tell you too 
much in the way of plotline, and if 



you can actually derive meaning 
from them, you should probably 
pick up a new hobby. 

The real value, as usual, is in the 
musicianship. One thing which 
Coheed never fails to deliver on is 
uniqueness and raw skill, although 
fans of older albums will probably 
be left dissatisfied with Black Rain- 
bow. The album, to its credit, draws 
on their roots and strikes out in 
new paths. The roomy feel of "Here 
We Are Juggernaut" and "Far" are 
a contrast from most of their older 
work, and opens up doors that 
Coheed has rarely ventured into 
in past efforts. "In the Flame of Er- 
ror" and "World of Lines" use the 
same fast-paced, high energy metal 
that the band has taken a liking to 
in recent albums, and "The Broken" 
might remind fans of the same sort 
of heavy, pounding riffs present in 
"Welcome Home" off their third 
album. 

More so than previous albums, 



however, and following suit with 
its predecessor, No World For To- 
morrow, Year of the Black Rainbow 
does lean on a select few songs 
while the rest of the tracks easily 
blend into the background as fairly 
bland, fast-paced metal. "Here We 
Are Juggernaut," "Far," and "The 
Black Rainbow" are the only tracks 
that really stand out as remotely 
memorable, and as for the token 
acoustic track or two that usually 
makes an appearance on their al- 
bums, "Pearl of the Stars" could be 
lost and not missed. The whole al- 
bum sounds a little, dare I say it... 
mainstream. Sure, they still have the 
musicianship they had on previous 
efforts, but the album lacks that 
quirky pop-punk (with maybe just 
a pinch of emo) spark that made 
early songs like "Hearshot Kid Di- 
saster," "Neverender" "Blood Red 
Summer," "Ten Speed," and "A Fa- 
vor House Adantic" so memorable. 
Early albums like The Second Stage 



Turbine Blade are eclectic but cohe- 
sive - you can listen to the whole 
thing and not get bored because 
you're getting hit with something 
new on every track; sometimes 
even several times within the same 
song. Black Rainbow lacks diversity 
and flat-lines after about track five. 

The "filler" still isn't really de- 
serving of that tide, as many of the 
tracks are more intricately executed 
than many of today's mainstream 
rock singles. There's still plenty of 
Sanchez' glass-shattering vocals 
and some wicked guitar licks, but it 
sounds essentially like a flat metal 
album, more or less devoid of the 
unique character that made their 
earlier work so rich. If you must 
buy it to know the truth for your- 
self, don't expect anything earth- 
shattering.

A recent update to the college's 
email client led to storage quota 
woes for many students' Worldcli- 
ent accounts. 

The routine security update 
that was implemented by AltN, 
the College's email supplier, 
changed the way that the email 
storage quota is determined. 

"We typically do [the updates] 
as often as we can to provide the 
best services possible as well as 
continue to ensure the highest level 
of security possible," said Dave 
Shapiro, Director of Technical Ser- 
vices for the college. 

Previously, the "deleted items" 
folder was not counted in the stor- 
age quota, and since the update 
went live on Friday, this folder is 



counted. 

Because more folders are be- 
ing counted in the quota, students 
experienced a decrease in their 
remaining storage area. For some 
students, this was a problem. 

In response, IT Services in- 
creased the storage space for stu- 
dents. 

"The College has actually raised 
quotas significantly in recent years 
for email and file services and we 
continue to do so," Shapiro said. 
"We have received only 21 help 
desk calls to date because of Web- 
mail issues related to the quota 
and have been able to resolve all of 
these issues."

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Letter in a boat: reflecting on nature

"Build a boat Write a letter. 
Place the letter in the boat and sail 
it down the river. Simple as that!" 
reads the advertisement for the latest 
sustainable art project sponsored by 
the Pleet Initiative. 

Often, one sees a great deal of 
undergraduate research conducted 
throughout the sciences. But Dr. 
Grant Taylor, Professor of Art and 
Digital Communications, envi- 
sioned a forum to promote under- 
graduate research fn the humanities. 
Through a generous donation by the 
Pleets, a couple with a similar vision, 
Taylor was able to secure a grant that 
provided him with the opportunity 
to make this dream a reality. 

"Ephemerality and the Environ- 
ment" is the resulting project, pro- 
duced through a combination of 
media and the visual arts. "Ephem- 
erality and the Environment" en- 
compasses three major components, 
each in the setting of a different com- 
munity. The group, which is com- 
prised of Taylor and five undergrad- 
uate students interested in pursuing 
research in the humanities — Ste- 
phen Campbell '10 (Art, Animation, 
and Computer Science), Rachel Eck 
'10 (Art History and Theory), Sara 
Semcheski '10 (Art Education), 
Daniel Thomas '11 (Art and Film), 



and Jonathan Gingrich '10 (Digital 
Communications and Design) — be- 
gan the series with a hay bale instal- 
lation in the Academic quad of the 
LVC campus. 

Each of the works constructed 
by this collaborative team are both 
impermanent, or in place for a lim- 
ited amount of time, and they are 
sustainable, incorporating materials 
that can all be returned to the natural 
environment 

"I like works that are sustainable," 
explained Taylor, citing the impor- 
tance of taking into account the 
impact of public art and how each 
of these works will affect both the 
Earth and the perceptions of com- 
munity members. He noted that 
"safety, funding, public reaction, and 
the potential to inspire viewers to 
question, 'What is art?'" are all perti- 
nent aspects of the project that must 
be taken into consideration. 

Taylor also enjoys the opportu- 
nity to engage students in large-scale 
projects outside of the classroom. 

"Rarely do you work collabora- 
tively as an art student," he noted; 
instead, this type of student is more 
likely to be seen analyzing a work of 
art inside the classroom or working 
on an individual project in the stu- 
dio. "We wanted to build a model 
where we could work together," he 
explained. 

And the notion of a cooperative 
effort is catching on around the com- 



munity. After listening to a presenta- 
tion given by Taylor and some of his 
colleagues within the project, stu- 
dents from the Art Club in Northern 
Lebanon school district were in- 
spired to get involved in the creative 
process of the "Ephemerality and the 
Environment" initiative. 

The next community the group 
will direct its attention to is that 
of the town of Annville. In a boat 
launching project set to take place 
on Thursday, May 6, the students 
from Northern Lebanon will join 
members of "Ephemerality and the 
Environment" in the second project 
of the series. 

This event is a two part process 
that will begin on Saturday, May 1 
,with a boat building procedure. In- 
spired by Asian boats used on the 
water in parts of ritual, community 
members will come together to cre- 
ate miniature wax boats out ofbiode- 
gradable materials. (Unlike the dam- 
aging effects of some of the oil paints 
and thinners used by many artists to- 
day, the media used for this occasion 
will not present any adverse affects 
on the environment.) In addition to 
a wax base, participants will make a 
sail upon which they can write po- 
etry or prose. The assembled boats 
will then be floated down the Quittie 
Creek on May 6 in a symbolic act of 
communicating messages to future 
generations about the importance of 
acknowledging our direct impact on 




the environment 

"And they look cool!" laughed 
Taylor about the homemade boats. 
"They're arty and strange, in dif- 
ferent sizes, colors — and you can 
see the designs created by the writ- 
ing through the thin paper used to 
make the sails. It will be cool!" he 
enthused. 

Taylor and the students coordi- 
nating the "Letter in a Boat" event 
are encouraging any interested stu- 
dents, faculty, or administrators to 
join them for the boat building day 
at 10:30 a.m. on Saturday, May 1 
in Lynch building, room 007. This 
event will also be open to any com- 
munity members or campus clubs 
or organizations. At 2:30 p.m. on 
Thursday, May 6 (an LVC reading 
day), participants are invited to con- 



nect again at the boat launch day, 
where all will meet at Lynch 007 and 
walk to the Quittie Creek to proceed 
in sending forth the boats with the 
hope of raising a greater awareness 
about the essential duty we each 
bear to protect and preserve our en- 
vironment. 

"It brings together literature, 
sculpture, and the community in a 
really cool way," remarked Taylor, 
"and you don't know how it will turn 
out — but that is part of the excite- 
ment!"

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Runners set school record for the 4X400 at the Venn Relays

The Lebanon Valley women 
traveled to the 116th Penn Re- 
lays at Franklin Field in Philadel- 
phia on April 22 and came away 
with a victory and a new school 
record. 

During the 4x100 heat, LVC 
edged past the competition in a 
photo finish. They ended with a 
personal-best time of 50.39, while 
Ursinus came in a close second at 
50.40. Lead-off Allix Sanders gave 
the Dutchmen a great start and 
stayed at the head of the pack, fol- 
lowed by Katie Evison and Meggy 
McLean, who maintained the lead 
on the middle legs. Johanna Walk- 
er finished strong and sealed the 
win for LVC. 

Later in the day, Walker, 
McLean, Alisha Farrell, and Me- 
gan Long ran the 4x400. The meet 
was delayed by a thunderstorm 
that left track wet, something that 



has been a common problem for 
the team, according to sophomore 
Sarah Fenning. The group still 
managed to finish in third place 
and break the school record for the 
event with an ECAC -qualifying 
time of 4:05.99. 

On April 23, the Lebanon 
Valley men ran the 4x100 at 
the Penn Relays. The group, 
comprised of Justin Lee, Wes 
Rockwell, Caleb Wiley, and Josh 
Light, came in sixth place with a 
time of 44.50. 

On April 24, both the men's 
and women's teams competed in 
the Paul Kaiser Classic at Ship- 
pensburg University. Lee, Rock- 
well, Wiley, and Light trimmed 
more than half a second from their 
4x100 time just the day before to 
finish eighth with an ECAC- quali- 
fying time of 43.97. 

Zach Bleiler finished second 
and qualified for the ECACs in the 
hammer, throwing a personal best 
49.24m. Sarah Fenning had three 
top-ten finishes, including a sev- 
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enth place finish in the triple jump 
at 10.87 m. and finishing fifth with 
a time of 10:33.36, Megan Long 
ran the second fastest 3K in LVC 
history. 



Many other LVC athletes had 
top-ten finishes throughout the 
day.
